A the t ich and tenotoned Country of Phrygia, in 
Pꝛobinces naar adjacont ro sach other , dwolt 
two ancient Noblemen ; the one named Alli- 
nus, the other Arbaſtus ; men of great poſſeM- 
ans, and much honoured. Betwirt whom, 
oe” ſach extream content ion and hatred remained, 

by reaſon of the death of one Renon, mother fo Allinus , long 
ince flain in a quarrel by certain Gentlemen belonging to Ar- 
baftus, that netther theit own Wiſdeme,noz the ſundzy perſway 
ffons of Friends to eifher party allied, wers of any fozce to mi 
tigate the ſamo : Both of them being enriched with innume- 
rable bleCings, eſpeclally in their fair paogene. 
Allinus hada Son of godly ſtature, and.commendable 81068. 
named Ocnatus. And Arbaſtus a Daughter called Arteſia, of ex- 
c&diag comettneſs, exteriozly beautified with abundances of 
gifts of Mature, and inwardly _— with divine a.

Which O:nacus perceivin 3. dꝛew towards her, and grckted 
her with theſe ſpeches. Falr Damzel, be not abaſhed with my 
pꝛeſence though a ſtranger, who ſhall no wap (if J can chuſe)of- 
fend you, but rather command me, and J wil be ready to do pon 
any ſervice. Arteſia notwithſtanding his ſpeches,withdzew her 
ſelf aſide, leading her hozſe fo a Bank, where with eaſe (he 
mounted, and ſo rode away ; not giving him any anſwer at all. 

Ornatus marbelled thereat, yet rightly imputed her unkinde 
departure fo her fear, not diſcourteſte: and ſ&fng himlelk de⸗ 
pꝛives of her ſight, and the Might appzoaching ; be departed 
home to his Fathers hon(e. 

After Supper. betaking himſelf to his Cbamber (with in- 
tent to reſt ) he was poſſefſed with ſuch remembꝛance of the 
beautiful Damzel he had ſeen that his fleep was fransfozmed in⸗ 
to continnal cogifations of her beauty, and the pleaſant fight he 
badſ&n in the diſcovery of ſome of her hidden features,tmpzins 
ted ſuch a delight in his affectionate conceits, that be could take 
no lle p, but continued all that night in thoſs meditations. 

The next mozning,thinking to thake off all further remem⸗ 
bzance of her, he got him into the company of his maſt choſen 
friends, wherein fozmerly he took moſt delight, get now by rea- 
ſon of his vitemperature, he (@med to be weary of them. Ye 
had not continued long with them, but he was ſaluted by aGen- 
tleman named Philaft:s, with whom he was familiar lx acquain- 
ted. This Gentleman belonged to an ancient Duke named 
Turnus, who at that time ſolemnized the honour of his Birth⸗ 
dap; from which Allinus excuſed himſelf, becauſe he thought he 
hvuld met Arbaſtus there; but leſt the Dake ſhould juſtly by 
offended with b{m , he granted that his don Ornatus ſhould go

Dh wicked Creature ſaid Lenon) thou haſt condemned 
thy (elf, and therefozs wozt Wy au the accurſcd life make ſa⸗ 
tisfacian foz ber death. Wi he began to dzaw his (wozd, 
bat Ornatus thinking it — time to dalle, left he might by 
them be murthered, caught hold on Lenons ſwozd, having ſuch 
adbancae.that be eaſily. wzung it from him, and ſaid: Wozthy 
Lenon he adbiſed, do thou not ſeek to ſpill my innocent blond, 
withont farther conſideration, leſt foz the ſame thou loſe thine 
don. Tbinkeſt thon J am as fault and guilty as Floretus is! 
Be aſſured J am not: but if thou lovelt Juſtice, lap hands on 
ect rartoz ; foz he, not J, is culpable of ſhedding her inno⸗ 
cent blond. 

By this time, Lenons ſervants perceiving their contenti⸗ 
on. came running in with their Twezds dan; and be their

'Which ſaid, another floud of bzinich tears aber: flowed her 
ers, and the paſſage ol her ſp&ch was ſtopt by heart⸗piercing 
 fghings, which in confuſed multitudes ined with her [wet 
bzeath, never ceaſing her laments, but fill hewailing her true 
Loves abſence, that it pierced Adellenacs heart with ſuch (03- 
row, that ſho wept as well as Arteſia; both being fo muchgrie⸗ 
ved, that they ſtemed to rive how to exceed one another in ſoz- 
row. In this fozrowfoll-effate Arteſia remained ſo long, that 
ſhe waped extream ſick;and grew to that extremity that Adellena 
fearcd her death.

Was ever man moze foztunate, and ſuddenly miſerable then 
I am? Could ever any man whatſos ver, attain moje braven 
felicify and happineſs then I vid, by being poſſefſed of Arteſia, 
and now again moze acturſt, being thus far abſent from her. and 
baniſhed my native ſoil into a frange Countrey, ready to be fa- 
miſhed and devoured by wild beaſts, oz that which is wozT;ne- 
ver itkely to ſ& Arteſia again. ow could any man contain him- 
ſeif (rom deſperateneſs, being ſo miſerable as Jam? Yow cart 
A with-hold my hands from murthering my ſelf,when by doing

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The moſt Pleafant Hiſtory, 
a Tree laden with exceeding pleaſant and goodly fruit, with 
which he latisfied his hunger, net far from which place taking 
up his nights lodging. 

Early the next mozning be aroſe, firft filling his belly, and 
then his lap, with that pleaſant fruit , the taſte whereof was 
like pleaſant Mine, that being dzunk in abundance, wil make 
the head light: which made O:natus heart merry, that he tra⸗ 
volled on a pace. But Foztune net confented with the miſery 

beenturedalready, ſent him another affliction : be entred into 
a place like a Fozreff, beſet with trees of huge pzopoztion, ſcat⸗ 
tered here and there, where he met wtth a wilde and huge Boze 
that hanted thoſe Deſerts : who eſpying Ornatus, with a ters 
rible groyning,bziftied himſelfcomming towards him. Orna- 
rus. being now dzivten to his uttermoſt ſhifts, vegan to run with 
all bis fozce from the Beaſt : but be making the moze ſpeed; 
bs almoſt had overtaken him, when one of the Apples Orna- 
tus carried about him, fell down , and the 1Boze cſpying the 
ſame. Taped his hafte to take it up. whereby Ocnaus had got- 
ten fome little ground ot him, and ſeeing him ſo much affect 
the Fruit, caſt down another Apple, after which the Boze ran 
with greedineſs devouring the ſame. Ornatus was glad of this 
pod ſhift, and till caſt dotvn ona Apple, and then another,

With that he began to trive fog the lame, but Ornatus habing 
moze minds to his ſwozd , then to keep the Bozes head, ſud⸗ 
denly caught hold thereof, and dzew the: ſame out: which 
when be had gotten he ſaid : Dillopal and diſconrteons Knight, 
now will I keep the Bozes head in deſpight of thee. With 
that be thzuſt at him, and contrary to his thought, wounded 
him ſo deep, that he left him foz dead: wiſhing that be had 
not done that deed; but not knowing how diſconrteonſly be 
would have uſed him: let pals all further remozſe, vnd caſting 
off his womans apparel, put on the Knigbfs apparel, and urs 
mour, mounted his Steed, and with the Bozes head rods back

And taking the Damzel by the band, ſaid, Lucidz, accozding 
to thy veſtre, and his deſert, I yeeld thee to be his Wife.

To all this Ornatus gave a free conſent ; and the night now 
appzoaching. he with Lucida went to her Fathers houſe, where 
was a great Fealt pꝛobided, from which Ornatus cxenred himſelf 
in this ſozt. When he was entred the honſe, being ſtill Arm⸗ 
ed,onely lifting up bis Beaver, he took Lucida by the hand and 
withvzawing ber alide, aid.

miſconceive the ſame, there being no other thing to hinder, the 
content Alprinus ſeekgtb, but onely your favourable conſent, to 
banith all miſtruſt of my faith. 

Lucida marvelled at his ſpeeches, indeed loving him ſo well, 
that ſhe would have ſpilt her own blond foz his ſake, ſaping: 41- 
prinus, what need pot make doubt of my conſent to any thing, 
whatſoever it de fo your ſake ?

Ornatus hearing with what conffancy her ſpeches pꝛeceeded 
from her, and how grievouſly ſhe concctved it, that any doubt 
horfid be made of her loyalty, thought moſt certainly that hs 
might put his life info her hands, and therefoze having already 
{udied a device (aid: It ill agreeth with my nature to diſſem- 
ble, and hardly conld J have been dzawn thereto, but that deſire 
ts pꝛeſet be love dzew me thereto ; foz know moſt wozthy Luci- 
da, that J am not Alprinus, but one that foz his ſake hath under⸗ 
taken this: The truth whereof, if thou wilt hear with patt- 
ence. J wil declare. 34 

Paſterdap, I travelled thzongh the Fozreft oz Deſart, where 
I met Alprinus ſoze wonnded, and flying from tve 15oze , chat 
purſued him with celority; which when I beheld to refcue him 
from death, J ſet upon the Boe, and by good foztune flew him:

WWhen-pgeſently we beheld an ans 
cient Yermife coming towards us, who lived in a Cave in 
thoſs Woods, and undertook to curs his wounds, being glad 
of the Wozes dsath. To whoſe Coll A conboyed Alprinus: af 
whole requeſt I babs perfozmed th is which. you ſee , 2 = 
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undertaken to hazard my life, fo diſcharge him of death, and 
win the aſſured poſſeſſion of your lobe, 
Now I moſt humbly enfrcat pon, foz his ſake fo conceal 
what J am that J be not known , and ſo both viſappoint pour 
ſelf of his lovs , and him of (afety, Onelg deviſe a means to 
£xcuſe me from their feaſt: which J truſt you will do fog. Al- 
prinus ſake, and then we may. have time to ſtudy foz your fur- 
ther content. 5 . 
Lucidaes lobe made her beleive that all he (aid was true, and 
therefoze ſaid ; Sir, J truft there is no cauſe why J ſhould mi- 
firuft von: andtherefoze relying upon the truth of that which 
you haveſatd,J will tell my father yon are wonnded, and deſire 
rather to go to your Chamber then fo the Feaſt, who J know 
will deny me nothing. Thts ſaid. ſhe went to her father, and 
ſo pꝛevailed with him, that he was contented che Gould: have 
the tending of him: whom ſhe tok to a Chamber, ſuffering 
none to come at him but her Pats whom the truſted, and well 
might truſt fo2 her fidelify. Afterwards Lucida came to Ocna- 
tus to determine how ſhe might come to ſ& Alprinus, being moſt 
carefui ot his health: and amongſt many other ſpeeches , they 
conciuded that Ornatus the next moꝛning ſhoald depart the F031 
reſt to Aiprinus,and that the by ſome means would come tbitber 
the nex* day after (it he would meet her / to give her directions 
where to finde him: which he pzomiſcd to do. Accozding to 
to this agreement. Ocnatus very early the next mozning armed 
bimfeif, and as Luc da had inſtruded him, took his leave cf her 
father (who little ſuſpeding be had been any other then Alp:i- 
nus) gabe his conſent; and ſo Ornatus in Alprinus armonr , as 
gain departed the town, being glad he was eſcaped from death, 
which he was ſure to have endured, if it had ben any wayes 
known that he had llain Alprinu-s & ;

A would to God, ſaid Orpatus, thy woꝛds were true: ko; if 
he be living, it wul revive my heart with jop, that is almoſt 
vanmuitſht!with care: defiring nothing moze then to ſee him. 
Ye is living ſaid the Hermite and tf yon will 80, J will bzing 
you to him pꝛeſentlp. 

Ocnarusbeing come tothe Cell, acco2dingly found Alprinus 
very weak. by reaſon ot his gretbons wound; to whom Orna tu⸗ 
declared all that bappened between him and Loe :da 4 which ads 
dad no little comfozt to Alprinus heat? that be thought himſelt 
of \ufictent Krength to go and met with her; and withall, 
peilded him ſo many thanks as it by his means his like had bien 
Pieter bed. 

An ihe mean time they continued in the old Permits Cave; 
Alprinus in great comlozt, and Ornatus in no leſs rare, foz the 
ablence:of his dear Aneſia, bzeathing fozzh many a deep ſigh, 
andmitering-ouniny a ud and motirnful lamentation ; ſfome- 
_ Uſterly lo voſpatelnt of atfaining ber love, and then again, 
II : remems 
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remembzing her vertues, growing into lome better confidence 
of her confkancy. Pet moff of all fearing that Lenons love to 
her, might either by perſwaſton of his death, oz affc of digni⸗ 
ty, 02 by other means, win her to conſent to him; eſpectalip fo 
that ſh» had no Barents to govern her, noz he never a faithful 
friend fo counſel her. 

The uext day, Alprinus and be went ont fo met Lucida, 
whom they met at the entrance into the Foꝛzreſt, and after ma- 
ny kinde lalutations paſt between the two Lovers, they alto- 
getber went back into the Town , to Lucidaes fathers houſe, 
who thit mozning was departed to a Haven, about buſineſs bf

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How Lenos cauſed Arteſia by violence to be cartied from Ade lle. 
naet houſe to the Green Fortreſs; and of the miſecies ſhe endured 
there, How (ſhe was reſcued from thence by Allinay , and from 


him taken by Pyrates : and how Allinns, accuied by Lexon for 
her death, was impriſoned, 


Ob after that Arte fia by Adellenaes care ul tents 
DS dance had ſomewhat recovered health, Lenon 
vegan to viſit her again being unable fo endure 
he heavy burthen of his hot and burning love. 
ET thinking her ſickneſs pzoceeded from fear of 
Floretus, not foz want of Ornatus company , and finding an oc⸗ 
caſt on, ſaluted her in this ſozt : Molt faireſt Arteſia, my heart 
is ſo firmly enthzalled fo pour bearify; and my affections ſo ad⸗ 
mire your bertnes, that J am conſtrained to utter my minde, 
and to tell you, I ſo love your beauty, vertnes, and other moſt 
rare perfections wherewith you are adozned, that A humbly ſue 
to vou fog favour , and pʒzoſtrate my ſelf your vaſlal at your fert, 
deſtring to be enriched with theſe Jewels of ineftimable pjice: 
which having once obtained, I Hall think J have moze wealth 
in my poſſeCion,then all the woꝛld beſides my ſelf doth contain, 
Pour unkinde Uncies cruelty you need not fear, no; other mil⸗ 
foztune ; neither have you any parents to ober-rule yon in ma⸗ 
king vour choiſe: then vouchſaſe to accept my ſuit , and petld 
conſent to mylove. | 
By Lov ( replied Arteſia) I thank you fo; pour good will, 
but I know not how to accept pour love, being yet ſo far from 
| knowing what it is that if J chould but vzeam there ol, my heart 
would bs ont of quiet: besides, many cares continuallp attend 
_ ths ſame, and my mean eſtate ſo far nnwozthy thereof , with 
innumerable other diſcontents and cares, that J ſhould make 
my ſelt ſubj ea unto, chat I had rather a thouſand times remain 
in the eats A am now in. Thorefoze A entreat von to ſottle 
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pour love ellewhere, moze agreeable to your eſtate and fancy : 
foz I ſhall think my ſelf moſt foztunate, if 3 never fall into 
that laby2inth of diſquiets ; but will, during my life, labour to 
keep my ſelf free from Loves bands. Lenon would not take this 
koʒ an anſwer,but with many other ſpeeches continued his ſntt, 
whom Arte ſia (f{11 put ont of hope, ſo that he departed erceed- 
ingly diſcontented ; leaving her no leſs diſquteted in thoughts, 
how to avoid his love. :

And 1 being 
molt wozthy, why ſhould 1 not be firft accepted?Arcefia was wea⸗ 
ry of his ſpeeches, having ber conſtant thoughts bent onely on 
Ornatus; therefozs to rid him from her che laid: it is in dain to 
ulſe many wozds, neither am ! like tathoſe, that will at the firſt 
ſeem coy, and afterwards peild, but! peſtro you to be ſatisfiev 
with that which! bavealceapyſald 5 that 1 cannot love. _

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Fair Damolel, how can I be ſabisſted with that unreafona* 
ble.anſwer, when my life dependefh on your conſent ; which 
vaur dental will finith 2 Then give me leave to fay, J cannot 
be ſo ſatisfied: but being extremely refuſed, J muſt grow 
perkozce to be as unreaſonable in my requeſts.

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But he being come to the Pallace,, betwk himſelf to bis

much to that madfancy , that inthe end he vowed to obtain 
Arteſiaes love, though be hazarded his Itfe, henoar, und gd

Lenon giving ozder to have all things neceſſary pꝛovided, 
departed. Dinner time being come and meat ſo befoze Arte 
ſia, ſhe rekuſedto eat: likewiſe Supper time being come, He 
determinev to do the like, which Flera perce{ving, ſaid: 

Fatr Gentlewoman, to behold your ontward appearance, 
would make one judge pour minde harboured many hidden 
vertues: but J comparing your actions with your apparent 
chew luppoſe that you are either mad oz careleſs : this beha⸗ 
viour, to ſeem dumb, to refuſe ſuſtenance, and to refrain from 
lleep, are inffances of folly,not of wildome.

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to further Lenons intent; whom the knew would ſ&k her life, 
if he could not win her love, che pꝛeſentlp left off ſuch deſperate 
behaviour, and with well⸗weighed conſiveration . attended the 
event of the wozit mtsfoztune 3 and from that time, did both 
eat her meat. and did all that ſhe could to comfozt her ſelf, Mill 
living in gtod hope of O:natus return. 

Same few days after Lenon came to the Foztreſs again, en- 
guiring of Flera how Arieſia fared. Mell queth the ) but yon 
willed me fo conceal that it was pour doing to bzing her hi⸗ 
ther, and ſome body clſe hath told her thereof, foz ſhe knoweth 
the ti uth, as well as your (elf, ozJ ; and therefoze J would

Lenon was ruled by the old woman, and came where Acteſia 
was, ſaluting her: but ſhe diſdain ing to lok on him, oz bear 
him (peak, withdzew her ſelf from his pzeſence : wherewtth 
bs departed, willing Flera to ds that which ſhe had undertaken. 
Flera finding her, as ſhe thonght in a fit med, began to diſconrſe 
with her of many things, amongſt which tobe was one. 

Arteſia a while heard her but in the end pertcei ding ber dzift 
cut her off with theſe ſpeeches: Did iniquity, J know where to 
thy talk tendeth, thinkeſt thou 3 will ever barbour a thought 
of Lenon that uſed me thus diſhonourablye No, rather will J 
rend my wolul heart from out my bꝛeaſt befoze his face.

be nert came.ſhe would cut her thzoat ; which dzave Arteſia in⸗ 
to that fear, that che began to intreat her, and ſpeak fair, pꝛo⸗ 
miſting to condiſcead to any thing that agreed to her honour. 
Stand not upon theſe nice termes with me ( quoth Flera ) but

on ſo honourable a Pzinco ?: Can thou attain moze dignity, 
reap moze content, oz enfoy moze quiet with any. thenwith him? 
Then do not deny me, fo2 J purpoſe not to be denied. 

Arteſi i trembling fog fear, made this anſwer onely to ſatisſte 
her: Jam conkented to be ruled by Lenon , whoſe meaning 1 
know is honourable. Therekeze J pzay do not ocker me this 
outrage, but ſuffer me to live in quiet till his comming - At this 
will nat ſatisfie you then do the wozlt you can, fo2 death is moze 
welcome to me then life in theſe extremities. Well A the) 
I will tre you, but it pay dally, beware what will enſue ; foz I 
am reſolyed what to da. Artefia was glad te had (atisfed Her, 
. it wers with vttering dens which the never infenved 

per foꝛm. 

Adellena ſeging ha ſuddenle Arteſia was taken from her, 
cauſed ane Win 1 

oztroſ(s, 
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Foztreſs, who returning, told her what he had len. Tben 4 A- 
dellena began to ſtudy how to releaſe her from thence, and with 
all haſte rode to Allnus honſe, where being arrived, ſhe decla⸗ 
res all that ſhe knew as concerning Ornaws ; and how Lenon 
had carried Arteſta by diolence into the green Foztreſs. Allinys 
being glad to hear that Ocna us was alive, pꝛomiſed to redeem 
Arteſia from Lenons cuſtody. And to that effr> the next Eve⸗ 
ning cauſed his men to mount themſelves ; and himſelf, with 
come five of them, dilguiſed from being known , came to the 
green Foztre(s, and one of them knocking, whileft the other 
bid themſelves , the ſervants little ſuſpedin 3 any ſuch ambuſh 
dz intent opened the Gate; when pzeſently they rnſhed in, and 
ſon kound out Arteſia, whom Allinus told who he was, and fo 
what intent he came. Arteſia was glad thereof, and willingly 
peilded to go with him: but the old Woman made ſuch an 
out-cry, that all the place rung thereof. Dne ol Allinus ſer» 
vants (ſ&ing ſhe would not be pacified ) dzew his (wozy. and 
thzuſt. it thzongh her body ; and ſo with a yelling cry ſhe gave 
op the aboſb, 

When pzeſently Allinus departed with her, intend ing to 
carry her to his vwn honſe . tokep her there unknown, until 
he could hear of Ornaws. And remembzing that the two ſer⸗ 
vants were fled, and would no doubt certifie Lenon what was 
done, would not go back the ſame way he came, though the 
readieſt, foz then he thanght he ſhould meet them; but went a 
moze ſecret way, thinking by that means to pals unten: and 
entring into the Platns where coftle fed, A llinus eſpted a com- 
pany comming towards them , whom be ſaſpected to be Lenon, 
(which in realon he could not think, but that fear perlwaded 

bim thereto:) The company ltkewiſe eſpying them who were 
certain Pyzates that were wandzed from their ſhips to Real 
cattle , wondzed what they ſhould be that were ſo late abzoad, 
and being reavy ts crecute any miſchtef, ſet upon Allinus and 
his company, 

Allinus thinking it had been Leno; would by no means veils 

no; (gat, ſoaring be n beſery them, but refilked the Py- 
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rates: Who being uſed to many ſuch meetings, ſon flew two of 
his ſervants, and had given himſelf ſo many grievons wounds, 
enfozcing him to yetld:who taking from him all that was god, 
and conſtraining Arteſia to go with them, haffed to their (hips, 
when having conveyed her aboard, fo pzevent the wezſt, hoiled 
ſail, and lanched into the deep. 

Then was Allinus left in moſt miſerable Estate, with all 
fpeed haſting to his houſe. Lenons ſervants likewiſe were 
by that time tt was Midnight goften to the Pallace , and cal- 
led their Lozd out of bis Bed, fo certifle him wbaf had hap- 
pened : who pzeſently mounted himſelf, ans with a ſafficient 
company rode fo the Foztreſs ; and entring, found Ficra flzin, 
and all elſe fled, 

Then began he to muſe who ſhould do that d&d , and what 
they ſhould be that had carried away Arteſia: by this time it 
was day light, and Lenon reſted in exceding vbexation to be ſo 
diſpofſed of his beautiful Love; yet he commanded his men ko 
poſt by companies ſeveral ways ik it were pollible to find thoſe 
that had done that deed, whileſt he himſeif remeined there, be⸗ 
wailing that misfoztune. 

His ſervants had not rode far, buf (by the tight of the dap, 
which diſcovereth things done in darkneſs) they found Allipus 
two ſervants, whoſe dead bodies they carried back to the Foz⸗ 
treſs. Lenonſ&ing them, he conceibed that Allinus was a parte 
in this action, and that he had taken away Arteſia, to ſek her 
death. To pzevent which miſchief (as he thought then oz ne- 
ver to be done)he pzeſently rode home to the Courf.and humbly 
upon bis knte, intreated bis father to grant him licenſe with a 
ſafficient power to reſcue Atteſia from Allinus, who intended to 
murther her, declaring how he himſelf found her in Adelle- 
nes honſe,and how that he had placed her fn the green Foztreſs 
to defend her from the malice of Allnus and other ſpitefultene- 
mies, che being left fatherleſs; and how that night Allinus had 
taken her from thence by treaſon , and intended no leſs then 
her raine. The King bearing his Dons ſp&ches, granted his 
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Then pzeſently divers, to the number of thz& hundzed men, 
with as much ſpeed as poſſibly could be, armed themſelves, and 
in haſte with Lenon went to Allinus Caſtle: into which ther 
violently (and unawares to any within) entted. 

L:non pꝛeſently laid hands on Allinus , whom he found (ze 
wounded, asking him foz Arteſia , who thinking that ſome of 
bis ſervants had certified him what had been dane, pzeſently 
confeſſed the truth of all; both of his intent, and how Arteſia 
was reſcued from him, but by whom he knew not and how at 
that time two of his ler vants were lain. 


— 


Lenon giving no credit to his ſpeeches, never ieft till be had 
ſearched the whole Caſtie thzonghont, but not finding her, ac⸗ 
cnſed Allinus that he had murthered her, commanding his men 
to binde him, and carry him as a Traifoz to the Court. Who 
being come befoze the King, confefled the truth as befoze be had 
dons niterlynenying that he never ſought Arteſiaes death, bat 
her (afety 2 But yet notwithſtanding the King was ſo over-rn- 
led by Lenons accuſaftons, that he committed him to pꝛiſon, his 
Gods and Lands were ſeiſed upon as a Tratfoz, his Lady wiſe 
turned ont of dozes in poz habit, and all manner of cruelty ex* 
exciſed upon his ſervants and kin#folks, and commandement 
given that none Gould (necour them. 

Allinus being in pꝛiſon, laden with irens and bardly uſed pet 
endured that affiigion patiently ; bat bearing of bis Ladies ca- 
lamity. and how ſhe was unjaſtly conTrained to beg, that all 
ber like hav been tenderly bzonght up, thought thoſe ſozrowes 
would (con batug her to her end; and entred into many bitter 
lamentations foz her and his own misfoztunes, which were ta 
tedious to recite. Mis ſervants were conſtrained to diſguiſe 
themſelves, and travel into remote places of the Counter, to 
live unknown, otherwiſe none would have entertained them, 
Bis Lade was compelled fo ſeek out a kinſwoman of hers, that 
lived inthe Conntry, et whom ths was entertained, and lived 
A peng ifs, far viCering tram hex fozmer \ife, which ſho took 
molt pztiently. | 

And thus was Allinus youſs defaced, his Gods and has 
eile 
* 
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folled upon, bimlelf impatſoned, his Wife in poz eſtate, his 
fervants dꝛiven to wander from place fo place, ready eften to 
periſh foz want of ſuccour, and all bts dignity turned to miſery, 
onely by Lenons malice , who had no ground foz thaſe accuſati- 
ons be nſed againſt him, but onely of a vain ſuppoſe, and mad 
frantick «ff:>fon that over-rautcd his heart: which ſo pzevailed 
with him that be ſought by all means he ceuld, his death.

How Ornatz got ſhipping into Phrygia. How Allinrs was fet at 
liberty; and how the Pyrates caſt lots who ſhould poſſeis Ar- 


frets, 


a Rnatus Al this while remained in the Country 
el Natola with Alprinus and Lucida, in great 
» grlek foz want of means to depart into Pbrygi, 
A to ſee what was become of his dear love Arte iz: 
But being a long time fruſtrated by reaſon noye 

“ ok the Ships that were at Sea came home, he be⸗ 
gan to deſpair, thinking that Arteſia ſuppoſing him dead, by rea, 
fon of bis long abſence, wonld now marry Lenon : which grief, 
and many other doubtkul thoughts oppzelt his heart with ſuch 
paſſion, that be began bo war fick, and afterwards fell into an 
exceeding Feber. which beld him foz the ſpace of thzce menths 
in great extremity, which ſurelp bad abzidged his dapes had be 
not been moſt carefully nouriſhed by Lucida, who had an eſpe- 
cial care of bis gosd. | ; 

During whtch time of his ſickneſs , certain ſhips of Phry- 
gia waved on the Coaſt ot Natoha, fome fourteen miles diſtant 
from the town where Ornatus was, of which he hav intoili- 
gence by certain Factozs belonging to Lucidacs father. Which 
news rabived his fpirits with joy , befoze dzoping with care, 
that within few dayes he recoverod. his fozmor health: which 
greatly refoyced Alprinus and Lucida, whoſe hearts were link- 
ed unto him in bands of anſeparabls love and * 0 | 5 
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likewiſe dealt ſo effectaally foz him, that they atfatned warrant 
fo; bis paſſage, and furniſhed him with all kinde of neceCaries 
and ſufficient ſtoze of gold to bear his charges. 

Lucida like wiſe intreated her father to agr& with the Phry- 
gun Merchants kez his convoy, koz that himſelf would not be 
knows, diſguiſing himſelk in the habit of a Pilgrim, which 
kinde of people might without diſturbance paſs unt xamined, 
and witheut moleſtation. And the time of bis departure be- 
ing come, he twk his leave of Lucida, who tot his departure 
with ſnch exccding ſozrow, that the abundance of her flowing 
tears ſtopt the paſſage of her ſpecch. Alprinus likewiſe with 
many cucteſtcs bade him tarewel, and wiſhed dis pzoſperous 
ſucce s. Thus departed he the confines of Natolia, where he 
was in a ſhozt ſpace ſo well b. loved, and ſo kindelp uſed, that 
bad not his love to Arteſia, and hope to finde her in health con⸗ 
ſtrained him, he could have been contented to have ſperit the 
term of his like in that place. 

The Merchants of Fhrygia had not (atled many daps, but 
they arrived in a haven ſome ten miles diſtant from the Court. 
whither Ora uus determined to travel: and having taken his 
teave of the Mariners, and paid them their due, furniſhed with 
all things fit foz his diſguiſe, he tok his joutnep; and the firſt 
night lodged at a UMillage near adjopning to his fathers Caſtle, 
the cult ome of which place he well knew befoze, and therefoze 
framed his behaviour accozding. And being ſet et Supper as 
mongſt ſuch Gne ks as lodged in the houſe with him, the Yolt 
(named Milo) (abdenly fighed, which one of them noting. de⸗ 
manded what inward grief dzave him thereto 2 Parry Sir 
(quoth he) if pon have not heard the news, J will tell yon ſo 
much as J know, which J would I had never known. With- 
in few dayes, there dwelt an ancient Rnighl bereby named 
Allinus, exceedingly well beloved of all men, who is lately fain 
into great miſery, the occaſion whereof is this. 

Then did be declare the manner of all that had happened to 

Allinus, how Arteſia was taken from him, but by whom, no 
man knew; himſelt in pziſon, his goods confiſcafed , and his 
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Wife and ſervants turned ont of deres, with command that 


none (ſhould ſuec our them. 
Ornatus heart was ſo pincht with this news that he was rea- 
dy to fall under the table; which old Mylo and the reſt noted, 
perceiving ſuch a change of conntenance in him that they all 
dee med him to be exe@ding ſtek; but he fearing to diſcover him⸗ 
ſeif, told them it was but an ozdinary thing with him to beſo 
tronbled. | | 
But being unable ta mittigate that paſſton he roſe from the 
Table and went to his Chamber, where being alone, he began 
to meditate the depth of theſe miſchances ,«<impnting the ozigt⸗ 
nal thereot to pzoced from himſelf, that he entred info theſe 
bitter plaints: Dy mtsfoztunes are withonk compare, and I 
moze miſerable then any welch living: Be my evil Deſtintes 
Ar:c{iz was firſt left in miſery, and afterwards impziſoned and 
now ſurp2i32d by thoſe that will }nfend her ruine oz diſhonoz : 
my Father impziſoned, my Mother baniſhed, and all his lands, 
livings, ir iends, and ſervants, taken from him, and he ſubſet to 
Lenons mercy, that ts mercileſs, ctuel deceilful and malicious. 
Daely by my folly are theſe miſchances befaln. Can 
there be any moze wzetched then my ſelf 2 Yath not my Fa- 
ther cauſe to wiſh that he had never begotten me, and my 
Mother that ſhe had never bozn me 2 Yath not Arteſia cauſe 
to accuſe ms, hate me and foz'/ake me; when foz my ſake, by 
ry and want of wiſedoms , che is bꝛong ht to ſo many mi⸗ 
erties 
UW hat (hall J do 2 Oz what remedy (hill I ſcek when ali 
things are paſt recovery « Whom may J blame but myſelf? 
Is there any that are jnterefſed in the canſe of theſe woes, but 
my ſeit? Lenon, L:non,ag well as my (elf, hath pꝛocured theſe c- 
vils his affection to Arteſia hath canſed my baniſhmenf, my pa» 
rents woe and her toſs, To travel in her ſearch and leave my 
kather in pziſon the one will be in vain, when J know not whe- 
ther che is conveped, and the other dangerous to his ſafety : ko: 
Lenon no doubt, of malice will ſeek bis dgath. In theſs and 
ſuch like plaints, he ſpent molt part of that night.

Carip the next mozntng comming ont of his Chamber, he 
beard a great tumult in that Uillage,the occaſton whereof was 
this: Huch as were Tenants and friends to Allinus hearing of 
bis unjuſt tmpziſonment. and with what cruelty Lenon ſonght 
bis overthzow , aſſembled themſelves with pur poſe fo intreat 
the King fog his releaſe ; that in the end there was khzee buns 
dꝛed of them allembled. The common people, and ſuch as were 
idie perſons. and reavy fo attempt, miſconcetving their intent, 
and bear ing a minde deſttous cf liberty (which they thought 
they were reffrain's from by certatn fri laws the King hav 
made) gathered unte them, that contrary to their expedation, 
there was a muttitude: the intent of whoſe aſtemblp being de⸗ 
manded , they anſwered, that they meant to deliver Alnus: 
Among whom Ornatus in his diſguiſe thꝛuſt himſelf, uſing ma- 
ny kozcible perlwaſtons to urge them fozwards to that attempt, 
that they were ready to run confauſedly to the Court net regar 
ding danger, ac; dil gleaſure of the King. 

One of Alhnus friends named Thraſus, ffanding up amongſt 
the reſt, craved audience; to whom they alk t{fened, whileſt he 
ſaid as foltoweth: | 
2 perceive pour intent is to reteaſs Allinus, wherein you 
hall ſhew peur love ta him, and ds a deed wozthy to be eter⸗ 

nized, foꝛ that he hath net in the leaſt dererved to have luch in⸗ 
juſtiee miniſtred unto him: therefoze be wiſe in this attempt, 
and firſt know agatuſt whom pou bear arms that is, againfk 
an Uſurping King, who may punich this kac with death: foz 
that we undetake £2 deſtrop thoſe laws, which by him and his 

Conncel were enaded. 

Wut fellow my counfs! , and J will ſet pon down a conrſe 
whereby pon (hall attain your deſüre, and be botd of any luch 
danger, which is this: Firit; let us all unanimoullp repair to 
the Court , and humbly petition his Maßeſtp foz his enlarge- 

ment, and reſtozation of eſtate; if he will not peild to that, then 

that his cauſes may be tried by the ref of the Peers of the land: 
Which if he allo deny, then may bos with good cauſe venture 
our lives in his reſcue. | The multitude: hearing 3 in 
ane 
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fans of conſent generally cried, a Thraſus; I aſap Hall be or dur 
Captatn, 

Then pzeſenfly-every one with ſuch furniture as they had, 
baited to the Courk. and comming together, would not ſem to 
enter by fo:ce, but with a fall conſent peilded to Thraſus dire⸗ 
tons, - Who deſtred one of the Guard fo ſatisſte his Baſe ty, 
that there were a number of his ſubjecs gathered together. 
with no intent ofevil , but onelp humbly to crave a bori at his 
Yigyneſs hand. The King being certified hereof , was much 
troubled in his minde, wh.t the thing ſhould be they would de⸗ 
mand: and being perſwaded by Lenon, would not himſelf come 
ont, but lent one cf his Knights to demand what was their re- 
queſt ? Thralus declared to him the tauſe of his comming, and 
what they demended. Which when the King underſtod, be- 
ing excedingly enraged gf their beldneſs, bade the Rnight 
make them this anſwer ; That he was net to be comptrolled 
by his ſui jeds, and therefoze dented to perfozm any part 92 
parcel of their demand: commanding them immedtatelp to de⸗ 
part every man to thetr ſeveral havitattons, kek he puniſhed 
their pzeſumption with death. The Meſtenger bad no ſwner 
ended bis diſconrſe, but pꝛeſently the unculy multitude began 
to ruſh in at the Court gates, ſome carelefly ruinating what- 
Cocver came next hand, others breaking down Wind ows, and 
ſome aſlatling (ach ag reſiſted them ; but every en: bent to de 
miſchief. 

The King fearing the peoples unruly rebel!ton would turn 
to ſome greater mi'chfcf then could (ndden'y be prevented and 
might alfo endanger his perſon, not knowing wo had inffiga- 
ted them thereto, with the Dawn and Lenor fled. UWlhich when 
Thrafis knew. calling to te multitude, he 411-2 them not in 
any wiſe to deſtroy the Kings honſe,noz atte nt n thing eiſe 
to dilpleaſe his Majeſty fo; that the King was *-p.rted,and he 
bed alhnusat liberty. But notwithſtanding, one bent onely 
toincich themſelves, ſpoiled the Kings tre ſure, and ulterle 
defaced the Court: bp whith time the aight dzew nigh, and 


every ene began to withd?#&themcelves, Allinus ſeeing what 
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erceeding miſchief this attempt had bzed,which was done con⸗ 
frary to his thought, and without his conſent ; Pet be thonght 
it not belt to truſt fo the Kings mercy though he was never lo 
innocent; foz notwithſfantta x that, he would ſuppoſe it was 
done by his procurement. Therekoze (after Thraſus had willed 
the nnruly multitude fo depart as ſecretly as they could, every 
one to his houſe, to pzebent further danger, and (ave their lives 
by keeping themſelves unknown ) he and Thraſus that night 
without delay diſguiſed themſelves, and fled towards the coaſt, 
to get ſhipping foz Armcnia,whither they intended to travel. 
Ornatus was by, and beheld all this. glad of his Fathers eſcape, 
not pur poſing at all to diſcover himſelf.nntil be had found Arte 
ſia, in whoſe ſearch he meant pzeſently to trabel: but ſuch con» 
kuled thoughts whither to direc his ſteps did ſo overwhelm his 
conceits that he reſted like one metamozphoſed, not knowing 
whether he (hould ſ&k her by ſea, oz by land; by ſea he thonght 
bis labour would be in bain; and if be ſhould go to find her by 
land, he knew not whether che might be at ſea, and ſo conveyed 
into fozreign Countreys. 
At laſt remembzing he had heard Mylo ſay, that che was reſ- 
tued from Allinus in the Deſart where his cattel fed, he deter- 
mined to travel thither though he had but little hope to find her 
there, And being come thitber, ſometimes bewalling her ab⸗ 
ſence, accuſing his hard Fozfnne, bzeathing fozth moſt bitter 
fighs in remembzance of her loſs, and renewing tbe remem- 
bzance of their love, he ſpant ſome thzee days in that place, nt- 
fering thoſe Plaints to the Trees and Birds, foz otherwiſe 
— was none to hear him. Where foz a while we will leave 
m. | 
— ThoPyzates having (as is befoze ſaid) faken Arteſia from 
Allinus, ànd with her ſuch wealth as they could find abont them, 
baving wlithal furniſhed themſelves with the (poil of ſuch cattel 
2 A thoſe places, returned to their chip, and with baſt hol⸗ 
16d latl, | , 
The night being now paſt, one that was chief among the 
rel, named Luprates, went down to view Arteſia, having as vet 
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not ſeen her beanty, by reaſon of the night: And now comming 
near her, and beholding her divine foꝛm, his mind was pzeſent- 
ip raviſhed with that ght, and he thought that none but himlelk 
ſhould enjoy her; which took ſuch cfficacy that whereas befoze 
he intended nothing but her diſhonoz, his mind was now alter- 
ed, and he intended to uſe her in moſt reverent and decent ſozt, 
and not by cruelte but courteſte to win her love. But behold, 
ing her tears and exceving lamentation, and how impattently 
che endured the extremities ſhe was dziven unto, comming to- 
wards her with a moſt ſubmiſs geffnre, friendly conntenance, 
and gentle ſpeech, he laid. | 

Fair Lady, be not any thing diſquieted that pon are made 
captive to ſach as delight in ſpoil ; fox though our minds are 
otherwiſe bent to all inc:vility, pet to pour (elf ſhall ns wzong 
be offered ſuch vertne bath your beauty impꝛinted in my bears;

Arteſia looking earneftly upon him, being endued with an 
exceding wit, and thinking it beſt to ſpeak him fair that uſed 
her ſo Kindle, (aid: Sir, J know not how to mittigate my 
grief when it encreaſeth ; foz how can J be vold of care unless 
I ſhould grow altogether careleſs, being onely (uvfect to woe. 
neither is there any ſo unkoztunate as my ſelf, baving endured 
ſo many affiictions and croſſes in all reſpects, as that J know 
not how to allure my ſelf of the leaft quiet? Then give me 
leads to continue my endleſs plaints, and do not blame me of 
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impatiency, no think I ſuſpect your ſpeeches, oz diſtruſt pour 
fidelitg, ik in ſome ſozt J continue my (ozrows 3 foz I have ſo 
long continued in them, as J can better away with them then 
mirth, foz jap to me is a ſtranger. Pet notwithſtanding, my 
heart will harbour ſome quiet, ik by your carteſis J may reſt 
in ſecurity, and by your means be ſheltred from wzong. 157 
this time they were arrived at their place of hafboz, which was 
betwirtthe hollow of (wo Rocks oz rather rocky Jflands, where 
their Dhip lay ſaſe from weather, and ſo far under their cha⸗ 
do, that it ceuld not be leen: themſelves convering thither 
ſucy wealth as they from time to fime got, in bollow-caves os 
great largeneſs, where was all things neceſſary.

One of the reſt liking Arteſiꝛes beautp as well as he, and of 
a rude minde, dildaining that he alone ſh2uld have her in pol⸗ 
ſeſlion, laid: Captain, all which you ſaꝑ, we confeſs to be frue, 
neither hath our care been any leſs then pours, thercfoze there 
is no teaſon why you should claim any pecultar pziviledge as 
bove any of us; beſides, you know wc made a law, and bound 
our ſelves to perłoꝛʒm the (ame by Dath. which was: That none 
ſhould poſſeſs any thing, withour the general conſent of all. Then 
perfozm thoſe conditt ons, and let her belong to us all, oz to 
the chiekeſt of ns, and in ſo doji.g , neither of us ſhall ſuſfatn 
wzong+ Thus began they contend about Arteſia, every = 5 
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irons to poſſeſs her, and pet neither willing any chonld have 
her but himſelf, that they were like to mutiny ans fall out; tilt 
at the laſt they concluded fo call lots, and ſhe fell fo Luprzces, he 
being moſt wozthy of that pꝛiviledge, foz that be bare the mot 
vertnous minde. 

Thus koꝛ a time this (rife was ended, and Artelia was by 
Luprates Eindely uſed foz many days: at length, their victuals 
began to waſte, and they thought it High time to ſeek koz moze, 
and they determined to fetch in ſome as befoze ther had done. 
But than began Luprates fo take care in whoſe cuſtody to leave 
Arteſia, left in his abſence they Could do her wzong. Amongſt 
the reſt, he choſe ont one whom he thought fitteſt, and to him 
he committed her: by whoſe means Arcclia reſted void of die 
ſturbance though not void of exceeding care, that continually 
tozmented her, fearing never to ſeg Ornatus agatn.no; to be re⸗ 
leaſed from that place of bondage, 
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How Orzatzs found Arte ſia, and preſerved her life: and how sine 
was taken from him again by Lenon: and whit at.cryards be- 


fell them,

Cl A bis lamentations. Luprates remanded what be 
was: Jam (quoth he) a moſt miſerable crea⸗ 
ture, by miskoztune dziven to all extremity, Then (quoth hs) 
thou art not foz our company ; and with that they departed lea⸗ 
ving him there. | | 

Ocnatus heart began pzeſently to miſdonbt, that they were 
the very ſame that had taken Arte ſia from Allinus; which made 
him pzeſently Envy how fo have them appzebended:and remem⸗ 
wing that he had hoard many complain chat their Cattle were 
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often ſtoln, hs ſuppoſed them vetily to be the Thetbes ; that 
with all the haſte he could, he ran to the next Millage ; and rai⸗ 
ſed the Mown(-men , telling them what he had ſeen: who pꝛe⸗ 
ſently iNued ont, and with ſuch weapons as came next to hand, 
followed the Pyzates, and ſoon found them, ſetting upon them, 
and inimediately tok two of them, but the reſt, ſome ſoze woun⸗ 
ded ind hurt fled to their ſhip, and with all the haſte they conlo 
made to their harbour. 

Early the next mozning, the inhabitants conveyed the Py- 
rates to Court, who being come befoze the Ring, conkeſt the 
manner ok their like, and where they libed. Lenon pzeſent- 
ly ſuppoſed that they were the very ſame that had taken as 
way Arteſia from Allinus, and demanding the ſame of them they 
told him that there was ſuch a Damxel in their Cave, and that 
the told them her name was Arteſia. Then Lenon without de⸗ 
lay, Crongly accompanied rode to the next Maven, and there 
got chipping ſteering his courſe by the Pyzates direcions, to 
finds ont their Fozt. 

Likewiſe Ornatus, affer he had ratſed the people, ſecretly 
followed the Pezates unto the place where their ſhip lay . and 
amongſt the reff.onfred ths ſame ; who by reaſon of their haſte 
and exceeding fear, regarded him not; who kbzuſt himſelf into 
that danger, onely fo ſee if Arteſia were in their caſtody, not 
reckoning bow his life might be endangered Lhergby 3 but the 
Pezates by Luprates dtredtons, haſtened to the Fozt, and from 
thence took Arteſia into their (hip, not daring to tay there, fo: 
that they knew (ome of their fellowes were taken . who might 
by compul ſton bs conſtrained to reveal the place of their above, 
Ornatus no ſooner eſpted Arteſia hut he knew her, and his heart 
leapt within him faz joy to ſee that happy ſight; but he durſt not 
(peak to her, noz ſcarce ſettle his eys to behold her; foz fear cf 
ſuſpect, foz that Lupraces mar belling how be came amongſt 
them, demanded what he was, and what he made there? J am 
(quoth he) a pop Pilgrim, that agatalt my will b ſome of this 
company was conſtrained to come abowzd. Luprates believing he 
ſaid true, made nofurther queſtion; but with hafte failed from 
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Phrygia, conveying Arteſia into 0 bis Cabin, uſing ; many. we- | 


ches tocomfozt her. 

They had not ſailed many hours, but a contrary wW ind be⸗ 
gan to ariſe, and the Heavens were darkened with thick clouds 
and ſuch a mightie Tempeſt aroſe, that the (hip was by blolence 
dziven back, their main Maſt bzoken and thzolon over-bozd, 
and all in danger of deſtrudion, had not the land been neat: 


foz the (hip dziven by violence of the ſea rãn aground, and there 


ſplit in ſunder, and the 1 with great hazard eltaped 
dꝛ owning none ol them (noz Luprates once regarding Arteſia: 
but Ornatus ſeeing in what poril ſhe was, caught hold on her, 
and getting on a plank, being very skilful in ſwimming, with 
great trouble got her ſafely on land, and pzeſerved her from 
downing.” 

Ye was no ſoner paſt danger, but Luprates would habe 
taken her from him: but Ocnatus reeling none but himſelf 
there, and all the reft fled fo; fear, told him; ſince be had foz- 
ſaken her in exfremitte, he was not wozthy of her; and there⸗ 
foze ſhould not have her. Utllain-(quoth Lupra tes) peild her 
me with quiet, oz elſe thy lite ſhall not detain her. With that 
Ocoacus canghz hold on a bod, which he cleft in ſunder with 
bis foot, and with the ſame gave Luprates ſo ſudden and dead 
lya wound, that the blond fell out about the place, and he 
died. By this time the ſtoꝛm was quite over-paſt : and Qcha- 
tus ſeeing bis vertuous lobe very weak with fear and aiſtempe? 
rature ; led her by the arm unto a-Poſſie Bank, where the 
15 05 nabe beams had full fozce to de her garments dzopping 
with wet. 

Arteha ſeeing bow civil and fenderly this ranger regarded 
her, and with what pains be had 177 her, when dhe was of 
all but him largo and utterly fozfaken, and left to the merce 
of the cr 5 being willing (0 tp that — was 
grateful, ſaid : Sir. t ns you habe taken, and kxtendchi 
don have ſhown to me yeh ok thanks any"rgco! 4 
pence, then J am able to give: and tberefoze A deſtre you to 
think that if I were able, J 1 1 requite the lame ꝛ but my 
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mis oztunes are eſo exceeding; that they with ⸗hold me from do⸗ 
ing that J wonld ; onely thanks is the (mall requital J can 
peild, in token of agritefal minde , being by pour means at 
moze quiet then many dapes 3 have been, thongh moze dil. 
quictedthen you wosld judge: but now J rely upon your vers 
tues, with hope thereby to be pꝛeſer ved, and not dꝛiven to fur- 
ther miſer rp. e 
Fal Lady (quoth Ora tus) my life (hall be ſpent in your 
defente ; neither will J part from you, until J have bought 
yon to the place which peu deſtre: requeſting pon to make no 
doubt of my lopalty. I ſuppoſe pour name is Arte, becanſe 
( quoth he) in my travcls J have mel a Gentleman of this 
Country named Ornatus,, ef whom J learned the truth of mas 
ny of your miskoztunes: who J allure pon is in good health. © 
bleſled news quoth che) then will 4 hope once again to ſe my 
dear Ornatus, Whoſe abſence hath ben my onely cauſe of ws 
he had ſcarce ended theſe wozds, but Ocnzwws eſpted a ſhip 
even then come aſhoze where theits was caſt away and moſt of 
the men landed; which was the ſhip wherein Lenon was: who 
behelv the other ſhip call away und the Cozm being ceaſed arri⸗ 
ved there; from whom Otnatus knew not how tohive himſelf, 
noz dio Arteſia dzeam of Lenons being in it but thonght it to be 
ſome chip that likewiſe by the fozm was dꝛiven to tand there. 
Pzeſently the men began to ſpzead themſelves every way, ann 


 ſomectthon (vn eſpied Artiaigtving Lenon knowledg theres 


of, who'tmmedtately came towards her, moſt kinvely falnting 
der; bat ths deing exctedinglp difirayed with his ſigdt, whom 
che moſt mozt:ily hated, fog very grief burt into tears, that in 
abundance gucht from her eps. 

: Lenongmardelling thereat-{ and little thinking how much 
fie bafedhim, and how unweltome he was) rather exp: ting 
thanks koz his pains then repzof, ſatd: My dear Arteſia,be not 
-nawÞdiſconmfoztsd,fince there is no further cauſe of cars; J have 
moft diligently {aboured fo releaſe yon from grief, ever fincs 
Allims by treaſon; conveped pon from my cnſfovy, taking your 
abſenco in great heabinels, foʒ that it pinched my heart to eu 
yo 
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koztunes are paſt J beſ ch pen 90 o with me to the Coutt,“ 90 here 
J will labour fo pꝛocure peur centen f. Artctizes heart was virs 
ed to hear his ſpeches, thai ſhe mabe him this anſwer 2 

Polt dilc our tecus Lenon , none but pour (elf is cauſe of my 
moe, whoſc ſight moze tozmenteth eme they til toe atklicktons 
Jever endured: All nus carricd me indeed from the green Fo:⸗ 
treis, not by treaſon but fo ſhelter me from diſhenont, which 
you did intend, elſe would vor not Have ſuffered me fo endure 
ſuch miſery as J did by my helliſh keeper, Think peu I have 
carſe eiter to think you intend my good, oz take any comfozt 
by pour pꝛeſence, when you cnely diſquiet me net (nffering 
me to enjoy my liberty, but would by fozce conſtrain me to that 
I cannot like. Had you left me in Adellenaes honſe, then had J 
not faln into luch milerp as J habe ſince endured: neg Al inus 
foz his vertoe habe been bzonght fo poverty; who being heloze 
mp p2ofeflcd Enemp, ſoeing my milerp, it fo molificd his Yeart, 
that he pitied me and ſought my liberty ; and ſince by cruelty, 
not by juſtice, gave pon ſought his overthzow. Then J beſeech 
you leave me here, foz J had rather endure the hazard of mp 
miskoztune, then live to be tezmented with your impoztunacp. 

Lenon was ſo amazed to heat her unkind reply, little think- 
ing he had been ſo much out of her favour, that he could not tell 
what to ſay 2 ſometl mes thinking to leave her there and utter⸗ 
ip to fozſake her, but that thought was ſwn overcome by his al⸗ 
fection, £3 earneſt reſire he had to enjoy her; and once again bs 
laid: Why Atteſia vo you regatd my god will nomoze, then 
fo2 my pains to peild me rebukes and fo; my lobe dildaine bat 
3 cauſed you to be vzought from Adellenaes honſe, Was, fo; that 
being there you were labjen to manp miskoztunes. And if A 
impziſoned Ailicus,it was fo; that J ſuppoſed him your Enemy 
and feared he would have done peu wzoug: ſo that whatſoever 
dis with intent of gov, peu repay me with dkülike, and con⸗ 
vert all mydotngs to the wozſt meaning; wherein pon ſhew 
eour ſelf fo cruel , that will not yetld'me the leaft voor oz 
my confant love} Dear Arteſia be tot ſo hat hearted. Arteſia, 
WP 2 notwith- 
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notwithſtanding many fair pzomiſes-, volves, and pꝛoteſtati⸗ 
ons he made, would not pe ild to go with him, but deſired ra⸗ 
ther that he would leave her there. Lenon entreated her, ik 
not foz his ſake , pet foz her (afefy it were beſt foz her to go: 
which laid, ho commanded his ſervants to place her in a Lit- 
ter, which when che ſaw the muſt needs do. the called to Orna- 
ws. ſaying : Good Palmer go along with me that foz the kind⸗ 
neſs you habe ſhown in pꝛeſer bing mylife, J may vyeild peu 
ſome recompence. And(quoth ſhe to Lenon) J requeſt nothing 
of you foz my (elf, buf foz this ſtrange Pilgrim, who (when by 
the ſtoꝛm the ſhip was calf away,and J ready fo periſh)cavght 
me ont of the water, and pzeſcrvcd my life: and do not foz his 
god will to me, uſe him as you did my dear Silvia, whom you 
baniſhed , foz that he pzeſerved my life krem my unkinde Un» 
tile: with chat ſhe wept exceedingly. Then Lenon asked Or- 
natus what he was e J am quoth he (as you ſee)a Pilgrim,that 
was fozced to come abozd the Pyzates ſhip, and (amongſt the 
reſt) was ready to periſh , but that by the dibine pzovidence, A 
was ozdatned to pzeſerve that vortuous Gentlewomans life. 
Foz that very deed (quoth Lenon) J will reward yon moſt li⸗ 
berally : therefoze go along with us. Ando they all together 
departed fo the Court, 7 
Lenon yzeſently canſed Arteſia to be lodged in a meſt ſump- 
taons palace in the Court, appointing divers Damzels to at⸗ 
tond her, thinking by that means to win her to conſent to love 
him: but all pzoved vain, bis care was caſt away, his coſt to 
little effect, and his kindneſs uuregarded. Foz Arte ſia was lu 
conſtant to Ornatus, thot ſhe hated Lenon : foʒ her keart was to⸗ 
tally {mployed to wih his god. and Lenons ill: foz ſhe determi · 
ned not to loge him, thongh ſhe was aſſured of Oinatus death. 
Thus ths ſpent her time in continnal care and ſadneſs, ſhew⸗ 
ing ho ſigne ol jop. noz ſhadow cf comfozt, but eben as one that 
regarded no ref,noz took felicitę in any thing: that Lenon both 
avmired. the ſamo ,. and labonred. by many means to alter thats 
dumdur: but the moze he ſought to pleaſe her, the moze the 
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was diſpleaſed , and.mozs diſcsntented at his kindneſs, then

any thing elſe. In this ſozt ſhe continued many days „ with-

Ornvatus all this while remaining in the Ceurt, making the 
canſe of bis ſtay to receive Lenons pzomiſed reward; whereas 
indeed he ſtayed to ſee what would become of Arte ſia, oz by what 
means to get her from thence. Co iffen which, he law no poſſi- 
ble means, noz could in many bayes come fo (ee Arteſia, which 
filled his heart with grief ; ons le comfozting himſelf with re- 
membzing her conſtant lopaltie. And one day, being by him⸗ 
ſelf alone be entred into theſe crgitatione. O.naws, thou haſt 
remained many dapes in this place, kept from thp love, and 
ſonght no means to (ct thy heart at reſt, oz ſet her at libertie. 
Doeſt thon make no moze actdant of her love, then to attempt 
nothing to attain the lame? Oz are thy ſpirits of no moꝛe con- 
rage, that they will do nothing: thy wit ſo ſhallow that thou 
canft deviſe no ſtratagem: oz thy minde ſo cowardly , thou das 
reſt not revenge the wzong Lenon doth thee 2 What though he 
be the Pꝛince and heit cf this land e is not both he and his fa⸗ 
ther hated ruling by nſurpatton ard cruelty 2 and hath be not 
unjuſtly ſcagbt the ruine of thy friends 2 Can Arc: think ct» 
ther valour oz ber tue reſteth in thee, when ſhe (hall know how 
near thou art to her Fo, but dareſt not touch him? will ſhe not 
eſteem thee a coward, and unwoꝛthe to enjoy her love?nay,whin 
ſhe knoweth this wil ſhe not alter her love? why ſhoulde thou 
not ſeek thine own content, though it be with bis diſcontent ? 
thou art ebery way as god as he by birth , though he now rule 
the land. Math not the father ſatd; that bis father was but a 
Captain in the late Kings days,and fraytoz-ltke murthercd his 
ſoveraign.and aſſamed his title? When revive thy ſpirits. lem 
not ta be diſmated with any danger. fear not misfo2tuns;; ſ&k 
to releaſe thy love and venture thy life therein; fo; living thus; 
thou ſhalt bs depzibed of her love: Lenon will by fozce oz fait 
means overcome her, and then thon mailk blame this delay. 
The King is now ſick, and bs being dead, Lenon muff reign. 
who then may do what be liſt: then take the advantage of the 
time, and do not fruſtrate the bleſſed bope, with llothful vclay- 
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Having ended this meditation, he then began fo ſkudp how 
fo perfozm his will, wherin he found many contrarteties: but 
pzeſently be beheld Lenon entring the Court, bekoze whom he 
{od fo oppoſite that he could net chuſe but note him, and with⸗ 
all, remembꝛed how earneſtlp Arteſia had eutreated him on the 
Pilgrims behalf, whom he thonght ſhe eſtemed: when ſud⸗ 
denly this cogitation aroſe in his lancp to uſe him as an inſtru⸗ 
ment (9 win ber love: that calling Ornatus unto him he laid: 
Ptigrim, I pzay thee blame me not koz fosgetting to perkozm 
my pꝛomiſe made to Arteſia, as concerning thee, which J have 
nit nzglected fo2 want of good will, but by reaſon of theuſands 
of cares that daily tozment me, onely p2ccured by ber unkind⸗ 
nels: but if thou wilt undertake on my behalf to perſwade ye! 
fo peild my juſt requeſt , fo2 that J think thou maiſt pzevail 
with her above any, I will not onely reward thy fozmer kinds 
nels ſa (hown to her, but alſo fo thy pains herein pꝛomote thee 
to bigh dignity: therfoze I pzay thee give conſent to fol low my 
counſel herein. Ocnatus was willing fo be imploped in that 
buſtneſs, which fell ont accozding to his hearts deſtre. aud ther⸗ 
foze made him this anſwer: Py noble Lozd, koz that J per⸗ 
ceive your intent is verfuons, J will be ready to follow your 
direcklons and do yon any ſervice J can: wherin JI know not 
whether J Gall pzove foztunats oz no, but J aCare pou that I 
will deal both fatthfally and effecaally, in that which J Gall 
undertake, Lenon was as glas as he, that be bad peilded fo pg 
that which be thought leaſt to perkozm, and therfoze pzeſently 
gave command that the Pilgrim onely chould have her in cu⸗ 
Kodie. A:ic{1a marvelled that ber Keepers wers changed, mil⸗ 
donvting [ome intent of hard uſage: but when Ge ſaw it was 


the Pilgrim to whole cuſtody he was committeo , ber heart 
was comlozted. |

him, without cauſe reaſon, oz confideration;therefoze J hambly 
deſire; becauſe he is conſtant a Pztnce,and bertncuſly reſolved, 
petld to his love, oz elſe give me latiskadion why vou cannot 
condiſcend to his requeſt. 

Pilgrim (quotb ſhe; foz that my mind perlwadeth me, vcr 
in wiſedome will conceive of reaſon, end will be kaithfui te 
c:nceal that which J chall diſcloſe. J anſwer pou thus: Fir# 
admit Lea n did love me (vet by bis nſage I finde the ccritrary; 
I cannot fancy him, fog that J already babe plighted my faith 
ts another moze wozthy then himſelk, which is that moſt ver tu⸗ 
ons and deſerving Gentleman Oreatus who like wife equalleth 
me in :ﬀecion ; and tberefoze J ſhonld diſhondur my name, 
bzeak my faith and ceap per petual infamie.if I ſhould ſhew ny 
ſelf ſo inconſtant. Theſe J think are reaſens (to a reaſcnabie 
creature; ſofficient ; and of (ach fozce as none con contradict; 
and J can ſay no moze therein. Beſides, were not all this ſo, 
vou have no reaſon fo perſwade me to that which I have ſo ol⸗ 
ten denied, and will never peild to.

Ocnacus was lo raviſhed to hear zer nffer Inch heavenly (pres 
ches, that ve had much ads to refrain from embzacing her, 
nttering theſe ſpecches: How Happy is Orca:us by attsining 
the love of io vectusus and conſtant a Lady, wozthp to be ads 
mired, eterntzed, and ever to te honcared 2 Wibat comfozt 
may thele pleaſing wozds vzirig to bis heart? What tozment 
can be not account pleaſnre endured fog ſo [wert a Ladies ſake⸗ 
ty: Ano what pains ſhauld he refnſe, to pꝛocure her ſweet cents 
tent? O Arteiia ! divine Arteſia! Ornatus is not able to ex pꝛeſs 
bis content, n02 Four delert; and unable to recompence pour 
Kindnels, reſts ederlaſtinglię bound to you. in ali firm bands of 
faithfal iovaits. In pour heart is the har boz of true lopalty, 
grounded upen vertnons tove; then how happe is be, bp being 
enriched and poſleſt with ſuch a love? Pts reward ts greater 
then is pain, vis picaſare moze then ever his ſozrow could be; 
his gains a theuland times bepond his loſs, TU hp ſhag'd J then 
conceal the tiuth cf his lakety from yon? With that he ſatd ; 
*Behoid Arcetia pour O.natus; with that he diicohered Himſelf 
unto her, and lh; perfect knew htm , veing almoſt amaz:d 
with that heavenle ſigyt: and then with a (wet behavionr 
they beth embzäced each other, intermingling their kiſſes 
with tears of foy, that in abundance diſtilled fron their eyes: 
ſarſetting ſo much tn that ('vect delight, that they were loth 
to part, but that fear fo ve eſpied compelled them; taking ſuch 
excceding com kozt ta each others pꝛeſence, as is not to ve ex⸗ 
pzelf + withall, uſing mau kindnefſes uſual betwirt faithfal 
friends. fo expzeſs their op: he lomettmes embzacing her, and 
lye again with a (wet kiſs welcomming him: bring lo many, 
ſo kind and hearty, as would ask a gkilful deſcription. At laff, 
having ſomewhat recreated themſelves, and with ſudden joy 
baniſhed ſome part of their care, they thought it time to ſtu⸗ 
dy how fo pꝛocure 1 led the ſame might ew 
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bs crolt by Len on, who by that time expected to hear from her. 
Therekoze Orna'vs ſald, my moſt dear and kind wife Arccha,by 
whole love mp life is pzeſervcd, J am not able to erpzeſs the 
joy my heart conceiveth by this foztunate mæting, betng like» 
wile as ſozrie to think of the miskoztunes you have endured by 
my carele(s over⸗ſight; but to pzevent them hereafter, J will 
indie fo releaſe you ont of Lenons tuſtodie, who will leave no 
means unattempted to accompliſh his deſire. 

Lherefoein this extremitie. if pon will be confented lo e⸗ 
ft @m me as your friend, and follow mp ditciens, J will la⸗ 
peur fs purchaſe pour fredome. Moſt true friend Orna us(ſatd 
Accelia) I habe dedicated my ſelk to pour diſpefition and make 
my ſelk all one with yon, both in heart, bodie and minde, that 
\phatſoe ver you would with pour (elf, you do to me and whatlo⸗ 
ever plealeth you, cannot diſpleaſe me: J am pour ſelf, there⸗ 
foze J commit all things to pour wiledome; and reſt ts be ru⸗ 
led, connſelled, and ozdered by pou, in whatſoever you ſhall 
think convenient; and will do any thing pen (hall counſell me 
unto, both fog our eſcape from hence, oz ctheriviſe 3 acccunt- 
ing my bliſs pours, and pours mine, pour care mine, and pour 
quiet my content, Lenons jobe is hafeſal fo me, and infartous 
to yon; therefoze wozk What means pon (will , to fre me and 
revenge your own wꝛongs and my conſent is readie to pelid ts 
any thing von ſhall think conventent. 

J mot humbiy thank ron. ſ:fo Oro in; and firſt J think 
ik beſt ko pꝛecure ng god iiking with bim, which to accom 
plich, at his next comming (how moze reſpec to him then koz⸗ 
merip ls he perceiving A have been ſerviceable to him, il not 
only credit ine dut be ruled Vp ne and in all things follow my 
congſel this periozmed en pour park, refer the reſt to me. My 
dear Otn tus, at peur requeit J will do this, which etherwiſe I 
Would never hate conſented to; and ſhall deſire God to deli⸗ 
der us from fozth of his power, ard ſend ns peaceably to enjoy 
tach others love : theſe ſpeeches ended,they parted with a\w&t 
kiſs, he fighing, and ſhe fo2 grit ch dding tears. 

Not long after Lenon came to Oinatus, deſing to know 2 
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ther be had pzevailcd any thing with Artefiz in his behalf. Py 
Lozd (quoth he) J have uſed many-perſiraſions to her, which 
in ſome ſoʒt have pzebatled, but hereafter J doubt not but by 
my pet lwaſtens to win her full conſent, if pon with wildome 
will be divided by me, and not with raſhaeſg mar all: therkeze 
go in unts her. but not to raſhlp, and ſee if we be not aitere®. 
Lenon embzaced him in his erms. fearing; thou bzingeſt me £1: 
dings cf erceeding comkozt. fo! which Jill rsward thee molt 
bounttlulis; with that be gave him a pacſe ok gold: which 
Ornzun foR. thinking that ſheuld be a means fo further him, 


and btidcr the giver, Levon entrep Acteſizes Chamber, vſing 


manę binde ſpeeches, and ſubmillive behadiours whom ſhe n- 
led moꝛe kindely then ever ſhe had bekoze done: which both fil - 
led his heart with joy, and made him accozding to the Pil⸗ 
grims directions, moze careful of his behabteur, left by any 
bolzncſs be might cfend her: that having pill ſome fmal time 

with her, be departed, | 
How was Ornatus ſtudping how fo releaſe Arteſia. to further 
whoſe intent, the occaſion thus fell out. Allisus and Thraſus, ag 
ts refo20 (aid gate (hipping fog Armenia, and arrived there with 
lafetie ; ficſt btreding their courſe to the Kings pallace, whers 
All us was moſt henanably entertained , being ſomewhat al- 
lied fo the King, fo whom he declared both the canſe of his rx⸗ 
tle, and the infurte done to him by Tre on King of Phrycia. 
Turbulus frig of Armenii comfozted him all that be could and 
bade him withall requeſt any thing at bis hands and he wonld 
grant it him Ailinus alledging many things to perſwade Tur- 
bulus fo yetld therete, rcqueſted him fo ſend Emboſladozs info 
Phrygia, either to requeſt perfozmance of certain Articles, oz 
elle to gibe vim open defiance koz war. The Articles were 
th:ſe. That Allinus ſhould be reſtozed fo his lands, and the 
dammage and loſs he had ſuſtained ſhould bs repated to the fal: 
that his wife ſhonld be recalled from banichment, and that he 
ſhould peild np Arteſia to Allinus, ff he would be in his cuſta/ 
die; and toat the King and Lenon Gould be ſwozn to perfozm 
Al this. Turbulus was eaffly won, and therefoze p2cſently nt 
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fonr of his Roblemen as Embaſſavdonrs, to requeſt the perco2? 
mance of certain conditions: Mho when they were landed in 
Phrygia, and news thereof was b2onght to the Court, the King 
being bimſelf ſomewhat ſickly. ſent Lenon to meet them and 
give them entertainment, who was loth fo go from Arte flaes 
light, but aſſuring himſelf of the Pilgrims keith, committed 
ber wholly to bis caſtsvy, Ona eus thought it now the fitteff 
time to ſk fo «ſcape, but he was hindzed by other ok Lenons 
ſervants, whom he had ſecretlp appointed as over⸗ſeers, to look 
into the Pilgrims «&tons : that it was impoſſible foz him te 
attempt any thing that wap, bat it muſt needs be diſcoveres 
and pzeventeb, Otnatus ſeeing he was diſappointed that way, 
made Arteſia acquainted with what he intended, and how he 
was pzevented: ſpending the time of Lenons abſence continu⸗ 
ally in her company. 
Lenon having met the Armenian EmbeſNſadozs,bzonght them 
to the Court, where they were honourably entertained ; and 
Having declared their Emballage, I'tzon the king told them 
they ſhould receive anſwer within two dapee. Lenon hearing 
the Articles, conunſelled his father not to peild to perkezm any 
ſuch conditions but rather to ſend Turbulus defiance. Foz (qd. 
be) your Majeſtte is as abſolutely a King of Phrygia as he ts 
of Armenia: and then what diſhondur were it foz you to op 
to his command , and ſhew pour (elf as it were afraid of his 
thzeats 2 Foz fo binde pour (elf to this were to become his ſub⸗ 
je>, which would ſon be publiſhed thzongh the whole woz1d to 
your diſhonour. The King being over⸗ ruled by bis perſwaſt- 
ons gabe the Embaſladours this anſwer : That he meant not 
not to periozm the icaſt of thoſe Articles they demanded, no: 
feared the Kings thzeats of war, kez that he was able to deal 
with amightter Fo then he: Uſing many other wozds, and 
ſome oi repzoach : ſo that the Armenians denounced. open war, 
as they were commanded, and departed»

| F<&> fozm his word, and therefoze gave Lenon charge 
to matter up men thꝛeugheut the whole Land: 
s committing the chief charge of the Armp, and 
Wels ozdering of thele effairs, unto him: who moze 
bardy-vold then wiſe, nndertok all, and in ſhozt ſpace had g3- 
thered an exceeding great Armie, and furniſhed certain ſhips, 
to meet with the Armenians by ſea : ik it might be poſſible, to 
__ them befoze they ſhould land, 

T bele tronbles filled the Commons hearts with grief, end 
their months with murmurings; foz they underſfanding, that 
the Ming of Armenia did offer War to Phryeiz, inthe behalf of 
Aliirus that was generally beloved; there was few of thoſe that 
wers pzeft to thoſe Wars, but came unwillingly , c2 rather by 
conftrainf,betng moze ready to turn their \wozd points againſt 
TEzon, then againſt Aliinus, 

Ornatus Itkewiſc hearing of theſe Wars, by his wiſdom ſound 
dut the or inton of the multitude, and with what unwillingneſs 
they came to the Mars: And being in ſome ſozt aſſured ther⸗ 
cf, he came to the Camp, and amongſt all the reſt of his fa- 
mittars, elpied Phylaſtes, who always loved him moſt dearlo, 
him he knew to be of a moſt faithful and conſtant reſointion 
in perkozming his yzomiſe, and was by Lenon appointed one 
of the chiekeſt Leavers. Ornacus finding him ſomewhat cemots 
from the Camp, came fo him, and after ſalutation, ſaid: Sir 
Phylaſtes, J am ſent unto you by a dear friend of ycurs, named 
Ornatus, who truſteth ſo much in pour vertues, that he is 
willing to put his lite into pour hands, which von ſhal b 
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in denying him ons (mall favour, which with ſafety you may 
grant: fir ſt therefoze I requeſt but your pꝛomiſe foz your war - 

rant. and then J will declare what I have in charge. 

Pp kriend (quoth Phylaſtes) thou telleſt me news of wen⸗ 
der, when thou ſaieſt than comeſt from Ornatus, whom I fear 
is long ſince dead, but tf thon knoweft the contrary , and cant 
reſaiv2 me thereof ; J pꝛomiſe and ſwear to perfogin whatioes 
ver than ſhalt demand; fog Jam ſare Ornatus knoweth that 3 
love him, noz maketh any doubt thereof: which if he do, be (in: 
jureth that love and friendſhip which hath paſt between us. 

Then kinde ſir (quoth he) Ornatus is not dead but in ſafette, 
and J am that Ocnacus, who notwitpſtanding niy ſpeech, make 
no doubt of pour love, | 

Phylaſtes beholding bis counfenance , knew him well, and 
foz foy caught him in his arms: Me dear friend Ornacus'qd.he ) 
I am glad of your ſafetie and let me be accurſed, ik 4 do not 
any thing you ſhall command, 

I thank yon, quoth Ornarus. To enter into the fedions dil 
courſe of our affiliations, would take up to much time; bat in 
few woꝛzds J will tell yon all, J loved Arteſia long, but found 
no hope noz means to attein m love ; which made me diſgniſe 
my lelf (nfo womens apparel, naming myſelf Silvia, and was 
unkoztunatelp entertained by Arb tus, whoſe death I fonnd to 
bs acted by Florecus : who falling in lobe with me, told me koz 
my ſake he wontd poiſon Arteſia at the Lodge, whither he con- 
vered ber, 1 fearing to have her taken fromane , and having 
won her love, told her his intent, and conveyed her to Adelle- 
nacs houſs: then Floretus and Lenon came thither , demanding 
her of me: Whom ! fold 1had poiſoned:acco2ding to his caun⸗ 
fel : then was | carriedibefoze the Ning, and baniſhcd into N- 
rola ; from whence returning in this diſguiſe. 1 obtained the 
cuſtodie of Arteſia, the manner 1 will tell gonat moge leiſure. 
Pow my dear Phylaſtes, mꝑ deſire is tochange my place with 
von; you to have the cuſtodie of Artoſia in my Palmers weeds, 
and to march in the fiels in your armour: Which if you grant, 
you ſhall binds me unte pou foz ever.

they parted, appointing to meet the nert day, 

O.natus being come fo Artehz told her where he had been, 
and what he intended; which made Arteſia ſad, diſtwading him 
from his purpoſe in this ſozt: Py dear Love, what need pon 
venture your perſon in the dangers that ars incident to Mar? 
Mill pdu leave me here in doubt, ans not rather tay with me 
to my comfozt 2 There are enaw befides, and to many in the 
field, and Phy la ſtes is able fo crecuts his own place. Then I 
beſeech you do not leave me in diſcomfozt : foz bow can 3 te 
void of care, when 1 (hall think ron are amongſt ſo many ene⸗ 
mies readie to be langhtered? My dear Love (queth be)that 
which | will do, ſhall ve withont any hazard at all, but ſhall 
pꝛocure both our contents: Then | beſeech peu remit this care 
fo; my ſaketie, foz I will pꝛeſer de my ſelf from danger foz your 
lake. Weſides, Phylaſtes vertue is ſuch, as you need not once 
ſo much as think amiſs of him, wha I know wenld venture his 
life foʒ my lake. Wefides my honour urgeth me, revenge of the 
injuries done fo pour ſelf and me, and my fathers ſafctie , are 
reaſcns ſufficient to perſwade pour conſent: beſides many o⸗ 
ther cauſcs alike fozctble, too tedious to recite. Then! beſech 
ron deny me nof;fo2 when it (hal be known that my father was 
in arms in tbe field, and J in this place regardleſs to aid bim, it 
will turn to my great viſhonoz; and thoſe that be koze did eſteem 
well of me, will then begin to hate me: then let not pour doubt 
and frus love to me hinder my determination foz cn wine ho⸗ 
nour your ſafette and my fathers life depenteth, 

Arteſia ſeeing the could by no means diwade bim, thought 
net to let him depart ſo ſuddenly; but claſping her tender arms 
about his neck, a thouſand times kiſt his lips, whileſt with a⸗ 
bandanee of tears ſhe bodewed his manly cheeks. Ornatus tk 
great ſozrow at her heavineſs , and delight in ber embzacings, 
that ths c ontrarieties of his conceits were exceeding ; pleaſure 
it ſelf being moze pleaſant intermingled with care, and care a 
pleaſure to be endued with ſuch delight. Arteſia was loth to 
let Oinatus depart thas night, foz that ths feared he would be in 

danger 
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danger the next day, and he as unwtiling to leave her in ſoz⸗ 
row: (he on the one ſide ſolacing her (elf in his company, he by 
ber kindneſs making him to fozget to depart , that befoze they 
were aware Night was ceme, and well ſpent, and Ocna:us then 
bethinking himſelf, thonght it was to late to depart, And Ar- 
teſia hearing him make a motion to be gone, deſired him to 
tay; and pet my dear Ornatus (quoth che) do not endanger your 
(«if foz my ſake, foꝛ hinld Lenous ſervants finde you here, it 
might redound fo pour great difquiet, Ornztus likewiſe well 
conſidering the inconvenience, tok his lcave of her, and left 
her ſh. dding abundance of tears, Otnatus being gone, fcund 
t he ſervants awake, and watching his coming out, one of them 
ſaying ; Pilgrim, what maketh thee lo (awcte as to court my 
Maſters love? Js this a fit time of the night to be in her cham⸗ 
ver: e Load (hill undertand your behaviour, and what fami⸗ 
liaritie ts betwirt yon ; we take yon to be ſame counterkeit, elle 
would not ſuch behaviour paſs betwixt you as we have beheld ; 
thercfoze here (hall pon fay, until we give him notice cf pour 
noings and dillotaltie: with that they lockt faſt the doz not ſuk⸗ 
fering him fogo ont oz in; Ornatus by that percetb'd that they 
had ſcen the kindneſs between him and Arteſia, which he kncw 
it Lenon ſhauld underſtand, be would finde out what he was: 
theſe thoughts troubled his heart exceedingly, that he was ifſu- 
red unlels he could be rid of them, there was no means to eſcape 
death, if Lenon ſhould know him. With theſe ſkudtes he ſate a 
god while ſilent , till he perceived them incline to ſlæp, and 
caſting his exe aſide, eſpied a Will hanging upon the wall, to 
which he ole (ccretly, and taking hold of the lame he dzew toe 
wards them, entring into theſe meditations. And ſhall I now 
commit murther. and endanger my ſoul by ſo hain ous a tne 7 
What will Artefia ſay when ſhe hears than art ſo bloudily bent, 
and that thou art ſo hard hearted as to ſhed thine own Conntrt« 
mens blond 2 Ocnacus be well adviſed befoze thou do this deed, 
and bethink of ſome other means fo avoid the danger thou art 
ready to fall into. Sek other means Ornatus! pea, but what 
other means haſt thou? Nons at all. Doſt thou not (es how = 
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have betraied this, and made thee piſoner ? what then needeſf 
thou make a queſtion ta ſabe the ſelf, and by their deaths pꝛe⸗ 
ſerve thine own lite, which if thon permitteſt them to ive will 
be in jee par dp. but they being removed thon art ſecure. Mith 
that lifting up his arms with moze then lwonted fozce, he ſmote 
the one on the head. ans beat cut his bꝛzains, where with tbe o; 
ther began to awake; but in his awaking he ſfrok him ſo full 
on the bzeaſt; that the Bill piezc'd his heart and he lap ſpzawl- 
ing in his goze- This done, Ornatus found a NManit, and into the 
ſame he conveted their dead bodies, purpoſing never to reveal 
what be had done: then returning he bethought.bimſelf of the 
kepes, which he had thzown into the Uzult with theic bodies, 
deviſing bow to get eut without ſulpicion ol the deed he had 
done; but he was cnfozcev to take the Bill, and by main fozce 
wznng aſunder the Lecks. Mis minde being cxceedingly af! 
frighted with thele cares he entred into Arteſiaes Chamber, ta 
ſee whether he had diſquieted her with the noiſe, oz nd: her he 
found in bed and kaſt efleep, with the light Kill burning be ber 
bed⸗ſide, ter bzeaſts untovered dobon to her waſte and nothing 
to ſhzowd her from his perfect view, but the ſingle hört, that 
lay carelcly cat over ber tender bodie; her arms cal to ei · 
ther fide of the bed, and her head leaning on the one ſide. with 
ſo ſweet an aſpect , as would have rabiched a.thouſand-behoid- 
ers, Ornatus heart was (9 revived to behold thisſwet light; that 
the remembzance thereof, had baniſhed all remembzance of bis 
troubles paſt, and a: ted his heart with incamparable de- 
light, that he td like one amazed to behold her (weet beau⸗ 
ties, and to take a ſurfifting view cf thoſe her perfccicns(s 
ain{ably laid fezth. Al teſia ſuddenly awaking.bluſht to lee him 
lo nigh pet therewith moze comfozted then dilmaped, ſhe caught 
the cloaths and covered her (elf, while he folding his hand in 
hers, deſired parden koz his boldneſs: but ſhe viewing him 
well, beheld his pale and ghaſtly countengnco,which dzave her 
into fear. and raiſing her ſolf upzight in ber bed, caught dim in 
her arms, asking what atled bim to.lok ſo pale: r drar 
Anieſia (qd, he) ſince J parted from * A have endured great 
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danger, and paſt thzough a hell of calamities which now 1 fear 
netz with that he let his head fal into her ſw&t boſom, and there 
made the perlod of his ſpeech, feeling her tender heart pant 
with the motions of her troubled ſpirit : In which place be 
reſted it a good while, whileſt ſhe with ber ſoft hand curled his 
hatr and with ſweet kiſſes molified his lips; uſing many other 
tamiliarities and ſweet fabours , pzocecding from the depth of 
kinde tobe; wherewith Omatus was ſo raviſhed. that be not on- 
ly took heavenly comfozt therein, but alſo deſired a further con- 
tent and polſeffion of her lebe, which be never befoze asked, 
noz thought che would grant; but being heartned by tho au» 

rance of her lobe, be uled a moze familiar behaviour. which ſhe 
permitted. But at taſt, growing moze bold then ſhe thought 
convenient fo; her modeſtte to permit, with a kinde and lovely 
behaviour, the both blamed and hindzed him: But the motiens 
of affcnton ſo far pzevatied with them both that he defired and 
the inwardly yeelded , though cntwardly ſhe refuſed. But his 
behavicur, her own lobe the pzeſent occaſton, ſo fit oppoztunt- 
tte, their hearts unitle, and other ſweet enticements (ſo far pze- 
vatled, that ſhe peelded up ber unſpotted bodie, and pure chaſti⸗ 
tie to his poſſeſſion; giving up the intereſt ef her heart, love, 
and dodis, to him that perſued the poſſeſſion of thoſe riches 
with earneſfneſs. Dometimes bluſhing, ſometimes h;toking, 
and vet yeelding; denying, and pet granting; willing and un⸗ 
willing : vet at laff che gave that tho could not retall, and let 
bim poſſeſs her ſpofleſs virginitie. Which being paſt , her 
deart panted with the motion, and ſhe felt her ſenſes ſad;a littte 
repenting, yet not altogether ſozrie; ſighing foz ſadneſs, and pet 
not ſad at all. MAhileſt he bathed himſelf in that Haben of 
Bli(s, palCing the reit of that night in ſuch unſpeakable plea- 
fure, as cannot be dec{phered. Early the nert mozning he aroſe, 
taking bis fare wel with a ſweet adue, leading Arteſia (ad fog 
kor ow, and lamenting bis abſence; but yet with earneſt and 
dearfie pzarerstnvocating bis happis ſuccefs, bathing her heart 
in take-warm teats; thinking ths had been too pzvdigal of her 
favours to him, and pet eſteeming him wozthis of a "_— 
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times groater git, if che had it in hor poſſeſſion ; with repen · 
tance rejoicing, theug h deeming her ſelf metamozpholed, and 
other then (he was wont to be; being glad ſhe had no moze 
tempanie to converſe withall , left her gullt ſhould make her 
bluſh, and ſo bewzay her kault. And when Phœbus began to 
lighten the Chamber with his ſplendoz ſhe hid her ſelf within 
the bed , as il the day light had accuſed her of that the had done 
in the dark. 

Orrarus being coms to the Camp, foundout Phil: ſes , and 
bzought him to Arteſizes lodging, by the way inftructing him 
how to oꝛder bis buſineſs when Lenon ſhould come. Where 
being entred, Phylaſtes habing ſaluted Arteſia, and a while con- 
vecft about their affairs, they changed their habits 3 Ornatas 
with many a ſozrowfui ſigh taking bis leave cf her, while his 
heart bled warm dꝛops of bloud. Ocnzcus having taken leavs of 
Arteſia, went to the Camp; where he ozdercd his affairs ſo dil⸗ 
creetly, that he was taken by all to be Phylaſtes. Newes tame 
that the Armentans were lgnded. and had bzought their fozces 
within a daies march of Thæons Camp: then the King allem⸗ 


bled all the chief Leaders together, to appoint everſe man his 
charge 0 e, and conſult what to do. Ornatus in Phylaſtes ſtead, had 


under his charge four thouſand men wham by his own (coking, 
be was appointed to convey into a Mod, that ſtcod fitly to of 
fend the Enemie; and the reſt appointed to other places, that 
ſeemed foz moſt advantage. 

Otnatus having his ſonldiers alone thought it tims to exe⸗ 
cute what he intended; and therefoze called to him fnch as 
were Captains and chief under him, uttering theſe ſpeeches: 
Fellow ſoul diers, I would willingly utter my minde, which 
ts troubled in ſome fozt with the remembzance of the injuries 
All nus hath cauſl:;Q2 endured, againſt whom now we addzc(s 
our ſelves to fight; wherein, in my minde we dell unjuſt lei fog 
be was never Traitez to his Countrie, noz now cometh to di⸗ 
Uurb the Land with oppzeſſion, but onel fo claim his own in⸗ 
9 and libertle, which dur ſelves do permit ; thorefozs

Countries peace. The peoples hearts were ſo altercd with his 
ſp&ches, that many came running to him, crying &'lirus, Alli- 
nus, and the reſt that were not pet reſolved. were dondekul what 
to do. Then Dake Ternus commanded his fozces to fellow bim, 
who making uſe of this oppoztunity, withdzew his fazces from 
the Camp. reſolbing nd longer to follow Thzon;wham he lk⸗ 
ed upon as an Uſarper, but foz the pzeſent to fand a Nenter : 
and rather wiſhing that Al iaus might enjoy his right, igen that 
the Uſarper ſhould longer keꝛannize over them; be being, like 
many others, fozced to raiſe his tenants foz fear of Thzons dil⸗ 
pleaſurs, who cared not how bis will was executed. Terru⸗ 
therekoze polittikely dzeßh his fozces apart, that if Tt æon pze⸗ 
valled, pet he could not {mpeach him; and if Allinus had the beſt, 
vet he could not alledge that Ternus withſtod him, thinking it 
the greateſt point of wiſdom, to k&ep himſelf apzigbt. 

Thæon had no ſ@ner conveped his ſon to his Ment, and with 
much ado recovered him to bis ſenies,but there came a Meſlen⸗ 
ger poſting from the Court, with news that Phylaſtes was twa 
days ſince eſcaped ont of Econ: and pzeſenfly after him ano- 
ther bzongH news thaf Arccſia > wa fled with the Pilgrim, bot 
no man could tell whithcr, Lenon hearing the news, became 
almoſt mad and raged ſo ertreamly at tho sos tpat his wounds 
feil a bleeding afreſh. And to fill up his heart with ſCozrow and 
vexation, another Þ:Nenger icom the Camp tame running 
in, 1 ng: lee It ron flye , we are betrayedfo the Enemy, 
the Leaders, Capkains, and ſoulvters, are revolted3-and ths 
Enemy is near af hand to ſurpzize thee ; fire and fave th 
foz all thy ſnbjc&s have left thee , and refuſe thy Government. 
ITbæon was ſo amazed and terrified with fear, that without re- 
gard of Lenons life, he fled to ſave bimſelf; every ons (ſaving 


thoſo that fled with Thron) running to their revolted fellows 
to ſave themſeldes.

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This news was bzought to Allinus ; who hearing the (are, 
and being paſt fear of Ihzons rage, fent a Herald to Ternus, 
to know whether he were his friend, oz tilt continued theſe 
bands to reſiſt him as his foe?who returned (his anſwer: That 
he was never his engmy, but always wicht his good: After⸗ 
wards diſmiſſing his ſouldiers. an [ſending every one well re- 
warded to his own honſe, he bimſelFcame back to his Tent; 
where he met Allinus, whom he kindely ſaluted. Thither were 
aſſembled the chief States of the Land, to whom Allinus ſaid : 
Me Lo2vs; fines Thaon and Lenon are fled, and none left but 
your Y:noursin place ef Juſtice, with igbt and cquality to 
miniſter the ſame to (ach as have received wong; 4, as ons 
that have ſuffered the greateſt tofs.comm\t my taule to your ju⸗ 
dittous conſideration; Pon know what loſs J have endurev by 
bis malice,foz endeavouring to ſet Artefia at liberfy, that was 
by Lenon impꝛiſoned and ignobly uſed ; requeſting nothing of 
yon, but that which by right is mine, and belongeth to me by 
inheritance. The Pobles generally conſented that he ſhould 
enjoy his fozmer pofleſſions, and that bis loſs ſhould be repay- 
only of the kings.

The moſt Pleaſant Hiſtory, 
and finding Arte ſia, ſhould offer her ſome injurg. Me was no 
ſoner come, but he found it ſo, foz he was dented entrance; no2 
could he (ee one of Arteſiaes ſervants, whom he left as Ra pers 
of the lame: which ſo much diſquieted his heart. that he could 
nok tell what to do, thinking. it veſt to intrest II æon kintely, 
let he ſhould (eek revenge/againſt Arca, thongd the wers in- 
nocent, and no way to be blamed foz any thing: and fugh a mats 
titude of cantrarious fears arsſe in his fanctrs, that be ſeemed 
therewith metamozphoſed, Which Phylaſtes Con perceived, 
and comming ta him, aid: How now Ornatus! what hath fear 
taken away thy courage 8 D'my friend Phylaftes (queth he) 
Thæon is within, and yoſſeſt ot Arcehia ; whoſe minde is ſo far 
from the leaſt thought 2 Gertae; that no doubt he will ſeek re- 
benge on her. Fear not that (quoth Phy laſtes) but g ide him a 
ſummons. and if he will ſtand to the trial ot his Pers, pzomiſe 
him ſafe conduct thither, Ornatus allowed his counſel and com- 
manded a trumpet to forind a parley ,.and a Herald oppearing 
on the wals,demanded what he would have? To whom Ocna- 
tos ſaid, tell Thzon pour King, thatwe come to him from ths 
Peers of Phrygia; the Pellonger certifying Thæon, he came to 
the Wattlements, and demanded what they would have: 

Quoth O:na:us, J would bave'yonyeld.leff by reſiſtance you 
pꝛocure a greater miſch ef to your ſelf then is by us intended 
Suppoſe A chould veel» (gd. he) ha would pon uſe me ? Like a 
King(quoth Ornatus) honourably, J hade found (qv.he)ſo mai!

Ornacus was much troubled in minde tothink what was be- 
come of Arteſia, marvelling that he ſpake not of her , a could 
bear of any of her ſerbants that mightgive bim kne 5 e how 
che fared.

Tit æon) 
had J her in my cuſtody, 3 would be revenged on her, becanſe 
thou wicheſt her ſafety ; but ſhe is far enough from me, there⸗ 
foze thou requtreſt her in vain at my hands, who would as regs 
dily deliver ber to thee as thou couldſt ask, 4 ſo little valew 
ber. Wut foz my elk, it chall never be liid my minds would 
top to baſe ſubmufſion, noz that a King yecided to bis Maſſal. 
Doeſt thou think that a ropal minde can put on ſo degenerats 
ababitee 389, I tell thee whatſoever thou art, I had rather 
br4afozcenient to dye , then by invmi(Cton live.

Ornatus thinking to walk alone by bimſelf , fo bzeath fozth 
in ſighs ſome part ofthe fear that prfſell his heart, and with- 
all determining to view the Caſtle ,how he might with con⸗ 
bentency get into the ſame witheut deſtroying it, becanſe tt 
belonged to his beloves be eſpled tho PoſTern-gate ; whereat 
thzulting, it pzeſently flew open: which way, as yet neither 
Trzon noz any of his company hab found, Ocnatus heart was 
glad he had found ſo god a means to accowp!ith his will, and 
putting the lame to again, came fo Phylaſtes and told him 
thereof. ben both of them p;eſentle agrecd to enter that 
way and * them ; converting 2 hundzed of the belt _ 
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diers (ecretly under the Mall unto that Poſtern , and placed 
the reſt in the open view of the Caſtle, as if none of them had 
been wanting.

Tl n) but much age inſt 
my will; fo bad friends dealt faithtutlp, I had not been left 
in this miſery : but ſince faztune ſo much favoureth thee, as to 
make me the paiſoner, uſe me well, foz that I ama Ring, and 
to none bat thy felt am captive. Tell me (qd. Ornatus) what 
is become of Artelia , that not many days fince I left in this 
place s I ſaw har not(quoth Thæon) noz know I where ſhe is. 
onely I found certain ſervants in this place, whom J put to 
deatd, left they ſhould diſcover my being here. Tyzant ( quoth 
Ornztus) thinks than their deaths ſhall go unrevenged?ccultds 
eſt thou be ſo gruel as to murther thoſe that were innocent? with 
wham (A fear) thou haſt mate away Atteſia.

How Ornatus was choſen King, How he departed; unktown in 
ſearch of Arteſia, How Lenon ſought again to betray him, but 
was diſappointed : How he was baniſhed : Floret us pardoned : 
And Ornatus and Arteſia royally married. 


he King dead, O:narus with Phylaſtes returned 
to the Court where all the Pers were aſſembled, 
Va who befoze his comming had by a voluntary Mel⸗ 
7&9 ſenger underſtod the manner of Irons death, 
toe care whereof was already paſt, becauſe few oz 
none loved him: But now their care was, whom to chuſe foz 
their king; vet firſt they welcommed Ornatus, none of them 
all knowing him, noz once (uſpeting what be was: who now 
ſtzing there was no further occaſten ta conceal bimſelf , hum- 
bling himſelf betoze Allinus, he ſaid: Py renowned Lozd, the 
canſe J have ſo long concealed my ſelf, hath been foz- fear of 
the Kings crnelte, and Lenons envy, wha both would have ins 
vangered ms ; but now being vold of that miſdoubt, your 
yooz lan Otnatus ſabmitteth himſelf, humbly craving pardon 
foz my neglea ot dute. Mith that be nnarmed his head, and 
bis father knowing dim, in mot loving wiſe embꝛaced him, 
edding tears foz joy of his lafety, whom he thought had been 
long ſince dead. Duke Ternus'and the reſt refoyced to tee him. 
and with embzaciags expꝛeſt their jop, entring into admiraticn 
of his honoged parts and noble chivalry. Phylaſtes being known, 
was much commended, whom they thought had been murther⸗ 
ed in pꝛilon by Lenon, becauſe he could not be found. Allinus be⸗ 
holding Orna us, and with what valour be had behaved bim- 
ſelf, rejopced exceedingly : The Commons clapt their bands 
£az Joy ; and the Peers amongſt themſelves began to relate, 
bow vb: rtyoufly, baltantly, and pzudently, he had behaved him⸗ 
ſelf in all that he had undertaken. . After many welcoms pafk, 
Ternus craving audtente, lod up uttering theſs ſpeeches ; 
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My Lo2ds, we need not now defer giving Allinus his right, 
becauſe there is none to contradict what we eſtabliſh. 15:fides, 
we being all now :fſembled together, and our late uſurping 
King dead, their can be no fitter time to chuſe a new King;any 
ſuch a one, as by right of blond and car general conſents map 
tule ns, Thzon yon all know was no way tntereTed to the 
Crown, but by nſarpation,and bath rooted ont all that be knew 
to have any title oz intereſt in our late Rings bloud ; of which 
houſe Allinus iſſue is the laſt, by marriage of the Lady Aura, 
Netce unto our late Bing: therefoze the right being in him it 
there be any man in this Aſembly that can contradict what J 
have ſaid, let him ſpeak ; and then he (ate down again. Upon 
his ſpeeches the Novles conſalfed, the people conferred, and at 
laft the common ſonldters cried out, let Ocnacus be our Ring. 
Ornztus is our King. The Nobles likewiſe gave conſent to 
that the multitude itked, and Ornatus was choſen Ring, whom 
they would have crowned , but at bis requeſt, thay deferred the 
day of his Cozonation foz a moneth in the mean time eſteem⸗ 
ing him as their Ring; and that day ſetled him in poſſcion 
with great Cate. 

All buſineſs foz that dax being ended, the Armenians richly 
rewarded and feaſfed, were ready fo return: Allinus in quiet, 
but foz want of his Lady, and all things in god ozder: Orratus 
being alone by himſelf, endured much diſqutet foz Arteſia, mar⸗ 
delling what was become of her, ſometimes thinking ſe was 
flain by Thæon, and then ſuppoſing ſhe was eſcaped ont at the 
Poſtern-gate which: he found open: that in theſe contrarie⸗ 
ties of doubts, he continued; ſometimes deſpairing, and then 
again feeding himſelk with hope. 

After Arteſia had reTed her ſeif, and regained ſome part of 
her ll p the had loſt that night, though but with bzoken ſlum⸗ 
bers, (the began to declare to Adellena what miſerics (he bad ins 
dured, atidtronblesſhe bad paft lace (hs was by Lenon carri⸗ 
ed from her houſe: how the met with Ornatus again, and every 
thing that had happoned ; with the cauſe of her flight at that 
inſtant.

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again: fog had he not b&n taken , and his father oberfbzown, 
Tr æon could not babe had ſo much leiſure as to come and ſur⸗ 
p2iz2 me there: but the heavens granted ms a fogtumate eſcape, | 
And if J could be ſo happy, as to bear that Ocra us Were in 
lafety.though he had not that ſucceſs he aimed at my heart would 
be at reſt which is now greivonſly tozmented. 
is adventurons valtant heart could not be withdzawn by - 
any perſwaſton to leabs to ayd his fat her; but notwithſt anding 
faflaiie petils hung ober his bead, yet to hew the duty of a lo⸗ 
ving ſon, and the minde of a vertuous Gentleman, be would 
nat deſiſt to h:zard bis perſon, which now J fear me is faln in⸗ 
to the hands of his enemies. Bet vet J hope Phylaſies will by 
his god and friendly counſel,. be a means to kep him from dane 
ger. Mane other (peches Arte ſia uſed and Adellena ag many on 
the contrary part, to perſinabs her that Ota tus was in ſatetę: 
truth whereof the told her Ge hcald ſon know, foz (ad. ſhe) 
habe ſent one of my ſervants to learn the truth of all that is 
happened, who I know will Hoztle return. unbich fell ont e⸗ 
ven as che had told, foʒ the ſervant returned, bzinging news of 
Lemons death, aged by a range Kntoht, and bow Ton beirg 
fled, was ſurpaized by ths rang Þalght in 4 baſfivs Caſtl e, 
and ll ain by one of his a {crbants ; which Koight wasnow 
knewn to be O: na:us, who waseleRed King by the Peers but 
he had de erred the day et his Cozanation,by regſon of ſome ſpe⸗ 
cial gricf that troubled im.

Having wꝛote this Letter, ſhe gave it to Thriftus, willing 
him to deliver the fame to Ornatus with all ſpeed, 

Che Deckintes do allot many fo exceeding misfoztunes.and 
ſome men are of chat diſhonourable and unmanle difpoſition , 
that they acceunt all means fo attain their deſtres lawfal; not 
regarding the danger and ſhame which follows. Df which na- 
tute was Leno: who being conveyed from ths Camp by his 
friends, (on recovered;and diſguiſed himſelf that be might not 
be known, having no other means left to pzeſerve his life: It 
being too late now to pzevent thols miſchiefs, therefoze he con- 
cealed himſelf, and foltowed Ornatus unknown, with intent if 
bs conly oppoztunely meet him to marther him. Me ſaw his 
father murthered by one of his own fervants, iti interming⸗ 
ling himſelf amonft tho pzivade fouldi{ers, that be was taken fo 
bs ons of them. Now Ornatus being returned to the Court, 
Lenon was then compelled ( to fear of ſulpitien) to leave fol- 
lowing him, lurking ſometimes in one place otherwhiles in 
another; tiſtening after Arteſia, hole oſcape from the Calle 
he was aſſured of. And even as Fhriſtus came ont of Adclienzes 
bouſe Lenon efpied him, wha knowinghim to be one of Arte- 
ſiaes ſervants, he ſuſpected his Piſtreſa was there; to whom he 
came, ſaying : Py friend well met, J take you to bo one of Ar- 
teſiaes ſatbants (unleſs I be decei bed) which if von wilt reſolvs 
me of, J will doameſago to you, that J am willes to deliver 
to her from her doar friend Ornatus. Indeed (qaotd I hriſtus) 
ſerve Arteſia, and am nowgoing to Ocnatus with a Letter from 
Arteſia who is in ſafety tu Advilenacs houſs. Lenon hearing his 
ſpesch. being befoze determined what to da, dzew out his dag» 
ger and ſuddenl ſtabbod him, casting his body into a pit, but 
firſt taking the Wetter from him he bzake up the ſeal and read 
the contents: Which when he dan done, he began to ſtrrdto 
which war torevenge himmel on Ornatus, and 2 
ge 
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get Archa into bis poſſeſſion; and becauſe be thought delay 
might hinder his intent, he firſt wzote a Letter in Artchiacs

When he had wzitten this Letter, and imitated Arteſiaes 
own hand ſo near that it could hardly be diſcerned, he went to 
the Court, and behaved the matter io cunningly , that he was 
no way luſpeded, but was admitted to Phylaſtes pzeſence , to 
whom he delivered the Letter; foz Ornzws himſelf being £x- 
c&dingly troubled in minde had left the Court with ſome thz& 
in his company, to go in ſearch of Arteſia, and left Phylaſtes in 
bis Chamber, to anſwer ſuch as ſhontd come with any requeſts 
to him. Phylaſtes being takenof all (but his attendants) foz 
Ornatus, reteived the Letter, and rewarded the Meſlenger, 
pzomiſing to met Arteſia there at ths fiine appeinted. Lenon 
being departed, wenk to a Kinſman of his named Lucertus, and 
declared what means he had inbented to be rebenged of Orna - 
tus; who pʒꝛomiſed to hazard his lite in perſuit thereot, and ap- 
pointed to mt Otnauus with a ſufficient company of men; and 
ſur pꝛize him at the Lodge, and there put in exetution their pꝛe⸗ 
meditat ed revenge, Lenon being aſſured of his aid, next deter⸗ 
mined to fake Arteſia from Adellenaes houſe, and'to bzing her 
to Lucertus Caſtle, where he Eaxed, till he ſaw bim with bis 
parte depart thither. Phylsſtes pzeſently upon * 
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Ot Orxatas and Arteſia, 


that Wetter, ſent out a Mellenger to ſeek Ornacus, and to certi⸗ 
fie him, that Arteſia with Adellena would meet him at the Wodge 
that Evening, and that he should finde Phylaſtes there: oho 
(being by Arteſiaes Miſſenger taken fo; himſelf) had appsinted 
to be there, leſt Ornatus ſhould not conveniently be found. Che 
Mellenger with great haſte departed , and enquiring fo2 four 
Pilgrims(foz in that habit Ornatus and ſuch as were with him 
went) by that time the day dzew near to an end, the Meſlenger 
found Onatus, to whom he declared what Phylaſics had given 
him in charge ( onely miſtaking the place) foz whereas be 
"ſhould (by bis dirt ton) have ſat at the Lodge (miſtaking the 
wo2ds) be ſaid at Adellenaes houſe: Ornatus hearing that hea- 
venly tydings leapt foz jop, pzelently haſting towards Adelle- 
naes honſs, which was not far off. Lenen to further his attempt 
(which he thonght he could not by violence execute, foz be ſup⸗ 
poſed it hs ſhould carry her away perfozce in ths day time, hs 
ſhould bs pzevented) deviſed an anſwer of the Letter which hs 
be had taken from Thriſtus, which he determined to deliver to 
Arteſia, as from O:aacus : the contents whereof wers thele. 


My moſt dear and beloved Arteſia, 

Have received the Letter you ſent me by your Servant, whom [ 

have imployed about a matter of great importance, that none ſo 
ficly could execute as himſelf ; which news was moſt welcome, to the 
comfont of my heart, that was almoit overcome with deſpair of your 
fafety, whereon my chiefeſt felicity dependeth. Therefore omitting 
further rechal of my joy for your ſafety (which this paper cannot ex- 
preſs) be confident I will meet you ſoon where this my ſervant 
will bring you; whoſe fidelity I aſſure you is ſuch, as that he will 
do nothing but what I have given him in charge: Until which time 
of meeting, I ceaſe all further eircumſtance of ſpeech,

quainted with Ornatus hand, nothing at all ſaſpeced the contras 
ry; but both beleebed that it came from him, and determinev to 
go with the Peſſenger to meet him: Mhileſt che was pꝛepa⸗ 
ring to go with Lenon, Adellenaes Paid tame in, telling ber, 
that there was another to ſpeak with ber from Ornatus: with 
that Lenon changed countenance , and Arcfia willed her to 
bzing dim in. Ocracus beholding her, thonght to have embza- 
ted her, and diſcovered himſelf; but that he ſaw a ſcranger 
there, and eſpied the Letter which he Cill held in her hand. 
Arteſia noting well his conntenance, thought it was Ornatus 
bimſelf; but being doubtful thereof, he (aid 2: J babe received 
this Letter from Ornacus alreapy,and therefoze if you have any 
further Mellage from him tell it ma; fo2 any news from him 
ſhall be mot welcome. Ornatus thought it was ſent by Phyla- 
ſtes, but not knowing the Peſſenger marvelted theruat , (ays 
ing: I cannot beleive that itcame;from him, becanſe within 
this honr he had not knowledge of your being:bexe» With that 
Arte ſin gabe him the Wetter witting:/bim to read the fame. Or- 
natus ſon knew it was invented by ſome freachery , and thers⸗ 
foze ſaid; A know this comes uat from Ornatus foz this is not 
bis hand, uus he t hat bꝛanght it any of his ſervants, foz himſ 
ſant me befoze, and appointed to be here within this honk. 
Lenon heating his ſpeeches, wiſhihimlſelf a thonfand miles off, 
fgaring to be diſcovered ; neither cond he tell hew ta cxcuſe 
bim'elf; noz by any means avoid the danger. To whom Or 
natus ſaid: M friend, when did he deliver thee this Letter: 
Peſterday (auoth he.) Mhoultef (ſatd Ornauu) fog be bath 
not hn at the Court theſs thzee days. Lenon thinking with 
impudency to aut kate it, having no other means left that was 
likely to help him, therefozeſatd : This Letter came from Or- 
natus, and thou lieſt in ſaping the contrary, being ſome Uillain 
that is ſent to vetraꝝ this Lady ; therefoze (quoth hs, ſpeaking 
to Arceliz)) beletve him not, foz he is come with ſome evil in⸗ 
vente Math hat Oxnaus dne that erg with bim lap

his hat and ſabfle diſgniſe that be woze, knew him to be Lenon, 
and at the firft were half afraid to tonch him, becauſe they dur it

- Ocnatus (ſeeing Arteſia in an exceeding fright, diſcovered 
himſelf, and with great joy embzaced her, deſtring her to fear 
nothing. Arteſia knowing him, ſon fozgot her fear, embzacing 
him with exceeding jop. To whom he ſaid : Fear not my dear 
Arte fia, foz be it himſelf oz his ghoſt J care nof, it Qall go hard 
if he now eſcape my hands. To whom he ſaid : Pol diſcour⸗ 
feous and cowardly Millain, couldeſt thou net becontented to 
live in quiet (having once eſcaped my fury) but thon muſt by 
farther plots and troachertes leek to betray this Lady. that nes 
ver did (nfare thee? Yow often halt thou interrupted her quiet, 
and from content bzonght her into miſery 2 And knowing that 
ſhe could not like thee, yet thon wert ſo impudent as never to 
give over thy (uit ; but to attain thy deſire , firſt depzived her 
of liberty, baniſhed me in the diſguiſe of Silvia, and ſonghtelk to 
betray my Fathers life : And not ſatisfied with all theſe, like 
a Gowardly miſcreant ſeeketh to betray her. And notwith- 
ſtanding thou halt beheld thy Fathers woful votonfal, and me» 
ritsʒious puniſhment, thou ſeekeſt to betray this Ladies: lite, 
by ſome unknown treachery not yet revealed: Foz all twhicy 
thon (hilt at my pleaſure receivs condigne puniſhment.

As he wonld have ſpoke nivze Oe inforreoptod * ſays 
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ing: Hold the peace, and do not ſtir my mtade to moze (harp 
revenge by thy reply, foz I ſcozn. to he ar theo ſpeak, therefozs 
give over, leſt J punich that tongue of thine foz uttering (nch 
high wozds in defence of vice. Since (quoth Lenon) thou wilt 
not hear me ſpeak in defence ol my ſelt, let me be conveyed from 
the pꝛeſence foz thy ſight is odious to me, as mine to thee. Mhi⸗ 
left they continued in Adellenaes houſe, a Mellſenger rame run⸗ 
ning in bzeathleſs, uttering theſe ſpeeches: Behold moſt woz⸗ 
thy Ocnatus, J bzing thee a Meſlage of much woe, and heavy 
impozt. Yeſkerday thers was a Meſſenger came to the Court, 
that bzought a Letter in Arteſiaes name to Phylaſtes, who pze⸗ 
ſently ſent out a Meſſenger to give yon knowledge thereof: but 
not hearing of bis return, went himſelf, and twenty in bis 
company to the placs appointed: And entring , be found not 
Arteſia there but a crew of Rebels, amongſt whom Lucer- 
tus was chief , who all at once (et upon him and his followers, 
( taking bim foz yonr ſelf; baving.fo-many above the ſmall 
number that went with Nhylaſſes, that they had ſon lain moſt 
of them that were with him: and bimſelf not able to with⸗ 
ſtandſuch a multitude, had received many griedous wounds, 
and had been certainly ſlain, bnt that the heavens foztunately

At dealt that dar that Dake Ternus was going from the 
Court ta his aun haute, who by great foztune heating the riciſe, 
with bis men hafted thitberwards, and yaving knowledge of 
what was done, both himſelf and bis men ſet upon Lucertus, 
whom they-\wn- banguiſhed {having firſt lain mang of bis 
complices) and him bath he carried pziſoner (with the reſt of 
ſach as wers alive) unto the Court; and with them Phylaſtes 
in great danger ol death, Ornatus heart was exceedingly ver- 
ed to hear of his dear friend Phylaſics hurt: but eſpecially to 
think, that he had not befoze attached Lucertus (which he wos 
onte in minds ta have done) which would have pzevented all 
thels milchiefs.. Che night now being come, Grnatus cauſed 
Lenon to bs bound hand and fot, and put into a ſtrong place of 
ths bouls,with.come to watch him let be Gonld do yimſelf vio⸗ 
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tence; whileff ho and Artefia ſpent the Evening in dilcour⸗ 
ſing the manner of all their misfoztunes, but eſpectally ſolacing 
themſelves in their rectpzocal love with Adellena: calling to 
remembzancs the wyole biozy of their troubles ( onely pzocu« 
red by Lenon) the relation thereof making their pzeſent enjoys 

ment moze [wet and delicious. | 
Early the next mozning, Ornaws putting himſelf in bis Pal- 
mers werds, covered Arteſiaes fate with a veil ; and carrying 
Lenon with them bound, departed towards the Court. The 
next mozning, the Peers of the Land being ſtill convened to⸗ 
netber (amengſt whom was Allinus, whoſe vertnons Lady 
bearing of his happy ſucceſs againſt Thzon, was that mozning 
newly arrived at Court, and by him entertained with erceed- 
ing j9v; ) by that time the Aſembly was completed ond had 
called Lucertus befoge them., Ocnatus with his company wers 
likewiſe come, (-though unknown ) and ſtanding aſide , heard 
Lucertus confeſs that Lenon had inſtigated him to wozk that re⸗ 
benge againſt Ocnatus ; himſelk being likewiſe gone to betray 
Arteſia. The whole Aſſembly marvelled when they heard him 
ſay that Lenon perſwaded him to it; and Allinus ſtanding up. 
ſaid ; Yow can this be, when ws know Lenon to be dead? Le non 
(quoth Lucercus) is not dead. With that, Ornatus ſtepping in, 
thzufſt Lenon befoze him, and ſaid : Pere is the man that bath 
pꝛocured him to do all this miſchief, The Nobles beholding 
him wers amazed at his ſight ; but being 8Cured it was he, by 
the perfect knowledge they had of him, Teraus ſaid; Lenon F 
bad alwayes thought thou hadſt bozn the minde of a Gentle⸗ 
man, but now I finde the contrary in thes, and that in the molt 
ſhamefalleft degree. What fury led thee to ſuch miſchievous 
attempts as to hirs Lucertus to flay Ornatus , which he bath al⸗ 
molt pertozmed, and thy (elf to ſœk the death oz miſery of that 
bertyous Lady, that bath already ſuffered too. much wzong by 
thy folly? -- 
All nus had not as pet heard of Ornatus hurt, noz any knew 
the contrary but that Phylaſtes was he; foz he ( accozding to 
the minde of a moſt vertnons and conſtant friend) fill con- 
| R2 | cealed 
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cealed himſelf, N oz the Lady Aura had pet (&n her ſon, whom 
che had but heard of, that Allinus ſatd: Is my ſon Ornatus al- 
molt lain? O traiterous Utillain ! With that Aura likewile 
began to make exceeding lamentation: which Ocnatus was not 
able to behold , and therefoge pulling off his biſguiſed habite, 
bumbly reberenced himſelf befoze them upon his knee. Both 
bis Parents knew him and with exceeding jep embzaced bim; 
ſh:dding abundance of tears foz his ſafety, With that Duke 
Ternus and all the reſt came to him, uſing ſuch behabiour as 
to him they had made choiſe of fa their King, ſeating him in 
bis Chair of State. Ye being ſeated, ſaid ; Py noble Lozds, 
A thank you foz inveſting ws with this exceeding bonour, and 
fince your Lozdſhips' have made a fres Election of me to be 
your King, I accept of your bounteons pzoffer , appointing 
this day foz our Cozonation, becauſe J have now no farther 
cauſe of care, noz reaſons te defer the ſame ; And ths rather, 
having a great deſire to ſee juſtice executed, upon thoſe wicked 
conſpiratozs againſt our ſtats and perſon, The Nobles with 
molt joyknll hearts gave conſent , and immediatelp crowned 
him, reverencing him upon their kneos. 

Wohich done, Ornatus rifing from his Imperial Seat, came 
to Arteſia taking her by the hand, and leading her up to the 
Thoone ſeated her in the Chair, placing the Crotvn upon her 
bead, ſaying: Me Loads, as you have olected md your King. I 
pzay likewiſe bs contented with that J do, and make this yoor 

neen; then be pulled off the Weil from A: teſiaes fate and her 
clear beauty appeared to the admiration of all: who behold - 
ing the ſame, in humble ſozt did her reverence; heartilę reloy- 
ting at her ſafety, thinking him moze happy in the enjoyment 
of his vertuous choiſe then in obtaining his Kſngvome. When 
this was dons, ſhe deſcended and ombzacedthem, yeilding them 
many thanks; who all ſhewed (ach exceeding kfnvneſs , that 
their hearty expzeCions vory much rejoryced the loving hearts 
of Ornatus and Artetia 2 gſpectally the Laby Aura and Duke 
Ternus his Duteheſs who with-many embzactiigs (which they 
thought they could noblafficiontly! expyefs ) rejoyesd tu (@ * 
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in ſafety. Be that time Ornatus was ſeated again and Arteſia 
by him, Phylaſtes hearing of Ocnacus return (notwithſtanding 
bis many and greilbous wounds, pet by reaſon that ther 
were not moztal) as well as he could came into the pzeſence : 
where beholding Ornacus and Arteſia crowned , kneeled down 
befoze them, being exceedingly reſoyced to behold that heaven⸗ 
ly ſight ; whom Ornacus and Arteſia kindely embzaced, rejop⸗ 
cing to ſes ſo much hopes of his recovery ; after they bad (pent 
ſom-- time in their unfeigned lalutations, they willed Phyla- 
ſtes to fit down amonglk them. 

Then Ornatus firſt commanding Floretus to be ſent foz ont of 
pzi(on, thus ſaid : Now there reſteth nothing but to give ſen» 
tence againſt theſe, that by conſpiracies have been murthcrers, 
which lad is ſo hainous, that it maketh them odious both to 
God and man: in which offence , both thon Lenon, Lucertus, 
and Florews, are all guilt; tberefoze Lenon (quoth he) firſt 
declare what moved thee from time to time, to commit lo ma⸗ 
ny and groi dous ads as hon hatt dons ? Lenons heart was dead 
with vexatton to les him crowned , and Arteſia choſen his 
Auten, and hanging down his head gave him no anſwer: 
but Lucertus humbled himſelf upon his kne, and asked pardon. 
By this time Floretus was bzonght in, who loked with ſuch a 
meager and pale connfenance, by reaſon of his long impziſon- 
ment, that Arteſia wept fo behold him, and could not chaſe but 
run and embzacs him; upon ber kn intreating Ocnatus to 
pardon the offence he had committed, which was again none 
but ber ſelf. 

Ornatus ſeeing her es weglo caught her up; embza⸗ 
cing Floretus, and commandttights hands to be unbound, he 
thus ſpake : J not onely with a willing heart pardon yon, but 
allo give unto you foz eber, all thoſe poſſeſſions which belong⸗ 
2d unto peur bzofher Arbaſtus, wiſhing that as you have found 
mercy from us here, that pot would likewiſe endeavour to 
make your peace with heaven, that you may finde the like here⸗ 
after, Floretus (who expected nothing buf death) was erceeding 
joyful, and humbly upon his knee peilded many thanks. 1

Then Ornatus ſeating bimſelf again, ſaid: Becanſe this day 
is the ürſt of our Reign , which Gould vegin with mercy and 
not with rigour , thers ſhall not a dzop of blond by dur com- 
mand be ſpilt: And therifoze Lenon ( thongh thon deſervett 
no favonr but a moſt miſerable death) We frely pardon 
the ; but withall baniſh thee our Court, where on pain of 
death (et not thy foot, left thy life ranſome th pꝛeſumption. As
